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STRIKERS APPLY FOR WORK 


FOUR FOREMEN AND THEIR CREWS 
TIRED OF IDLENKESS. 
WANT OF MONEY COMPELS THEM TO SEEK 
EMPLOYMENT—BUSINESS REACHING ITS 
OLD VOLUME. 


St. Louis, April 19.—Straws which in- 
ficate the direction of the wind are no longer a 
novelty here, but a particular straw which 
found it way into the Iron Mountain Railroad 
yard to-day created quite a breeze ~of 
Its own. Four of the striking foremen of 
switch crews applied for work and promised 
to bring their crews with them in the morn- 
ing. They are Knights of Labor, but did 
notapply for work as such, They were not 
asked to sign any agreement but thoroughly 
understood that they were not engaged as 
Knights of Labor. They were asked why they 
did not remain out with the bulk of the strikers. 
One of them, a married man, answered for the 
guartet. He had gone on strike in obedience 
to orders. He was willing to remain 
on strike so long as he was ordered by the pow- 
ers that be, if the latter kept their promise that 
all strikers should be well taken care of. He 
was not well taken care of. His grocery bill was 
paid out of the strikers’ fund, but he was ex- 
pected to pay his own house rent and 
to pay for everything else except tor 
food enough to sustain himself and family. 
What was he todo? if the General Executive 
Board or the Executive Committee of his assem- 
bly would not pay his rent he was compelled as 
a matter of necessity to return to work. The 
householder would not give him credit, neither 
would any one else so long as he was on strike, 
because it was well known that he had no 
money except what he obtained from the strikers’ 
fund, and business men did not seem to think that 
would last long or go far. His was a case of must. 
He must have money, and toget it he must work. 
There were many others, he said, who were ina 
like fix and would soon be heard from. These 


are the only sort of men the Missouri Pacific 
Company has been in need of for some time, and 
the old foremen were gladly welcomed. 

Money for the strikers is evidently net coming 
in with a rush that equals the demand for it. 
The spirit of discontent among the strikers is 
spreading. Their needs will increase as the 
funds grow smailer, and it may not take much 
time to change the doubt of their leaders’ abili- 
ty to take good care of them into a certainty. 
With tne exception of the incident that leads 
this dispatch the day in strike circles was flat. 

The Little Rolling Mills at East St. Louis gave 
employment this morning to 425 men, who had 
been thrown out of work by the strike, as the 
mills could not procure coal. Coal is no longer 
searce, and the army of unemployed is 
decreased by over 400 men. Business at 
the East St. Louis Stock Yards is bhe- 
ginning to reach its old volume. Alli 
the East St. Louis roads did more business to- 
day than they haveon any day since March 5. 
The North St. Louis Wabash yards are supplied 
with a full force, and none of the strikers will 
be employed there. The bridge company is 
operating on its old basis,and except for the 
presence of the militia East St. Louis looks much 
as it did before the strike. 

Master Workman Suilivan, of East St. Louis 
Assembly, No. 17, told a fish story to-day. A ne- 
gro named Alexander Boyd, he said, had come 
to him and said while fishing at Indian Lake he 
had heard a number of railroad officials arrange 
to have the militia at East St. Louis fired 
on with blank cartridges in order to 
prevent their removal. The negro said he 
heard the plan discussed while sitting behind 
athicket of willows. Boya says his story is 
true, and that he is ready to make affidavit to it. 
Mr. Sullivan said to-day that he believed the 
negro’s story, as several days ago he had been 
informed that such a scheme was in contempla- 
tion. Committeeman Bailey does not believe 
there is anything in this story. 

The General Executive Board received to- 
night a list of grievances from the Knights who 
were formerly employed on the Iron Mountain 
Railroad in the bridge and building department. 
The men claim that after they had spent 26 
bours in traveling and working they had re- 
ceived pay for only nine hours, the actual work- 
ing time. They adopted the following resolu- 
tions as the basis upon which they would be sat- 
isfied to return to work: 

“That the rate of pay forall bridgemen on the Iron 
Mountain Division ofthe Missouri Pacific Railroad be 
as follows; All foremento be paid not less than $¥0 

er wonth;in regular gangs of eight men there should 

6 one carpenter at $2 75, two carpenters at $2 50. two 
at $2 25. and three laborers at $2 per day, ten hours 
to constitute a day’s work and foremen to determine 
the rates of men in their gangs; that all men employed 
in repairs, construction of buildings. or water stations, 
and pile drivers be paid on: the same scale as bridge 
gangs; thatijwhen bridge cars are moved at nigbt or 
on Sunday the men ~be_ allowed straight 
time for every hour occupied in their transit; 
that when men _ are compelled to work in 
water, either at bridge drift, washouts. or wrecks, 
they’ be allowed double time: when bridgemen 
are detached from their gangs on special service they 
be allowed time and one-half while traveling or work- 
ing at night and straight time for day work on such 
service until they return to their respective gangs; 
that bridgemen having families be permitted to travel 
on gang pass to visit their families at least twice a 
month. 

As the citizens’ committee received unfavora- 
ble replies from eacb of the resident Directors 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company, it has 
been decided to make no further efforts to bring 
the strikers and the company together. Com- 
mitteeman Bailey refused to-night to discuss the 
contemplated action of the Eastern shoe and 
cotton workers. His answer to all questions 
was, “I have nothing to say.” He was 
asked to-day if there were any connection 
between the railroad strike here and the street 
ear drivers’ strike in New-York. ** Why should 
there be?” he replied. ‘ There might bea strike 
in San Francisco to-morrow, but we might know 
nothing of it. I don’t see of what benefit to us 
here a car strike in New-York can be.” He was 
asked if the New-York car drivers were Knights 
of Labor. His reply was. “I would like to be 
remembered to my many friends in New-York.” 

On April 15 a proposition appeared in the ed- 
itori&l columas of the Globe-Democrat suggest- 
ing the appointment of a committee of mer- 
chants to confer with the railroad authorities 
in reference to taking back as rapidly 
as possible the men now on. strike. 
The article will be reprinted to-morrow, as it ig 
then intended to appoint a committee of prom- 
inent merchants who have promised to do their 
gs The proposition has been submitted to 

r. Hoxie, who approved of it. It was 
handed to Committeeman Bailey to-night. 
He said: “It will be a waste of space to print it 
and a waste of time to appoint such a commit- 
tee. ‘As rapidly as their services are needed’ 
will not suit us. When Mr. Hoxie agrees 
to take back the strikers the strike will 
end; that is the object we are fighting for, and 
nothing less will satisfv us. I tell you, (growing 
most emphatic,) we will stay here all Summer to 
carry our point, and if we don't succeed this 
Summer we will continue the fight through the 
Winter.” 

Freight trains were run over the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad to-night for the first time at night 
since the strike began. The trains carry armed 
guards, but in spite of this precaution trouble is 
oxneees before morning at several points on 

e line. 

William P. Sears, Millard W. Withers, Fred 
Pinkerton, Philip S. Burns, George Withrow, 
and Thomas Tobin were arraigned in the Crimi- 
nal Court to-day on the charge of obstructing 
street railway tracks by the use of dynamite. 
The defendants are the men arrested at the time 
of the street car strike in connection with the 
dynamite outrages. A jury was procured and 
the taking of testimony was commenced. The 
statement that Mr. Hoxie’s butcher has been 
boycotted by the Knights ot Labor for refusing 
not to furnish the railroad magnate with meat 
proves to be false.

LAKE SHORE FREIGHT TIED UP. 
WNEFFECTUAL EFFORTS TO HANDLE CARS 
IN THE CHICAGO YARDS. 


CHicaGo, April 19.—Two attempts were 
made to-day by the Lake Shore Railroad to 
handie freicht cars in the yards here, but both 
were promptly frustrated by the striking 
switchmen and their sympathizers. The 
first effort was made at 9 o’clock, when a switch 
engine was attached to four cars containing 
dressed beef. At least 300 men were gathered 
around the train shouting and yelling. The 
locomotive started ahead, ran 100 feet, swayed 
to and fro on the track, and stopped. As 
it did so one of the cylinder heads blew 
out. Every brake on the train had been set, 
every coupling pin removed, and an iron nut 
placed in the guide in which the piston of the 
locomotive slides, preventing the full stroke of 
the piston and thus permitting the cylin- 
der head blow out. This work was 
done under the noses of the police 
and members of the Committee of Safety, ap- 
pointed by the strikers last night to see that no 
violence was done to the raliroad property. 
An hour iater an_e effort

stock yards. The strikers cenied participation 
in either of these obstructive schemes, but some 
of their number were present in the crowd in 
both instances. The railroad people to-day no- 
tified Sheriff Hanchett that they were unanle to 
operate their road in Cook County. The Sheriff 
Wiil decide in the morntng what he will do.

Itis rumored to-night 
that the Wabash men will be ordered out when 
the road issold by the United States court on 
the 26th inst.

THE BOSTON KNIGHTS MERT. 

Boston, April 19.—At the secret conven- 
tion of District Assembly No. 30, Knights of 
Labor, begun here to-day, consideration 
of the question of ,extending direct or 
indirect aid to the railroad strikers’ in 
the Southwest was not reached, though 
this topic was the one uppermost in 
the minds of the delegates. The prevailing 
sentiment was in favor o! extending the utmost 
aid possible to their comrades engaged in the 
fight against Jay Gould and the railroad corpo- 
rations. It is estimated that $10,000 has already 
been furwarded to the strikers from Massa- 
chusetts alone, and additional amounts are 
pledged to be forthcoming when called for. The 
Secretary’s report stated that during the past 
three months the order had more than 
trebled its membership. In this district 
there are now four times as many 
members as there were 13 weeks ago. 
As a result of movements thus far made, the 
annual earnings by the members here have been 
increased $1,500,000. The report, in noting the 
general progress of the new labor movement, 
observes that * The leaders of the great political 
parties are either trembling with fear or fawning 
for favor; legislators are considering or pretend- 
ing to consider legislation in favor of the wage- 
workers,” and it concludes: “Our work is to 
organize, agitate, and educate, until, by a peace- 
ful revolution, we have overthrown the wage 
system and inaugurated in its stead co-opera- 
tion so that there shall be a republic of equity 
and righteousness, rather than of wealth and 
tyrannical power.”

MR. POWDERLY’S COURSE INDORSED. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—A mass meeting 
was held this evening under the auspices of the 
Knights of Labor for the purpose of listening to 
addresses by members of Congress xnd others on 
the labor question. Representative J. M. Far- 
quhar, of New-York, presided, and eulogized 
the Knights of Labor. Frank M. Fogg, a rep- 
resentative of the General Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor, wanted Congress to know 
that the workingmen were getting themseives 
in readiness to break loose from all politi- 
cal parties and stand as _ independents. 
Senator Voorhees urged the workingmen to or- 
ganize, and promised his vote and intiuence to 
secure such legislation as they desired. He was 
followed by Representative Weaver, of lowa, 
who covered about the same ground. Resolu- 
tions were passed indorsing the course pursued 
by General Master Workman T. V. Powderly in 
relation to the great strike on the Gould system 
of railways in the Southwest; heartily com- 
mending his appeal for uid for the suf- 
ferers; calling upon all opposed to monopoly 
to contribute liberally and promptly; demand- 
ing of the National Government the building 
and improvement of highways and waterways 
for the direct benefit of the people instead of 
middlemen and speculators; commending the 
action of workingmenin sending memorials to 
Congress urging an appropriation for the con- 
struction of the Hennepin Canal; declaring their 
opposition tothe passage of the bill to abolish 
compulsory pilotage; and urging the House of 
Representatives to determine upon a day in the 
near future forthe consideration of the different 
commendable bills recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Labor. 





ALDERMEN IN A DEADLOCK. 

Paterson, N. J., April 19.—The Board of 
Education met this morning and in five minutes 
completed its organization for the next year by 
re-electing President J. H. Morrow and Secretary 
Edwin Royle. The new Board of Aldermen met 
in the afternoon and spent two or three hours in 
balloting for President. They then adjourned 
until evening without effecting a choice. The 


Republican eaucus had decided in favor of 
Alderman Sidney Farrar, and he received the 
votes of all the Republicans except Alderman 
Joseph Quackenbush. The Democrats, seeing 
no chance of electing a man of theirown, cast 
their seven votes for Alderman Watts Cooke, 
Republican, although he would give them no 
pledges and voted for the Republican caucus 
nominee. This left the vote— Farrar, 8; Cooke, 
7, and “scattering,” 1. Alderman Quackenbush 
was not satisfied with his prospects on commit- 
tees at the hands of Alderman Farrar as Presi- 
dent. and, moreover, he was disposed to insist 
upon the choice of certain city officers in his 
interest hereatter. 

In the evening the board met and took six 
ballots without breaking the deadlock. 





FROM A VILLAGE 70 A CITY. 
JAMESTOWN, N. Y., April 19.—The village 
of Jamestown to-day became _ transform- 
ed into a city by provisions of the new 
charter. The affairs of the village were trans- 
ferred to the custody of the Common Council, 


and after 59 years of existence,in which the 

opulation has grown from 300 or 400 to 15,000, 
the village is shelved and the City Govern- 
ment becomes operative. Two of the newly 
elected Aldermen are very closely united by 
ties of friendship and former business relations. 
In 1862 C. F. Hedman and W. T. Bradshaw were 
engaged as partners in the carriage building 
business, at Randolph, N. Y. Both enlisted in 
the Union Army as did three of their employes, 
and the factory was closed for three years until 
the close of the war, when the two partners and 
two of the men who went with them returned 
to Randolph and resumed operations in the 
factory as if there had been no intermission, 
and for 15 years the partnership was continued. 





THE TRAIN STOPPED IN TIME. 

PouUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 19.—Until 
Sunday noon trains on the New-York and New- 
England Railroad had been detained nearly two 
days by an immense rock slide in acut near 
Pomperang Valley. The slide filled the cut, and 
was feet in length and 25 feetdeep. The 
railroad company was notified by a farmer, who 
hitche? up his horse and put him -on the run to 
astatiun called Sandy Hook to stop an express 
train, which he knew was soon to pass along. 
He arrived in time, but when he got home his 
horse dropped dead. Until the slide was cleared 
passengers and baggage had to be transferred. 





THE BELL COMPANY BEATEN. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—The Supreme 
Court decided to-day that the Bell Telephone 
Company was bound to place one of its instru- 


ments in the train office of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Telegraph Company in this city. When 
application was originally made for a telephone 
by the officers of the telegraph company, the 
Bell Telephone Company deciined to furnish one 
on the ground that underacontract with the 
Western Union Telegraph Company it was pre- 
cluded from extending its privileges to any other 
corporation in the same line of busineas. 


A MUCH STOLEN VASE. 

CurcaGo, April 19.—William Thomson, a 
young negro, was arrested this afternoon for 
robbing the Western Decorating Works, ip 
Wabash-avenue. A number of bits of bric-d- 
brac were found in his possession. The most in- 
teresting of these was a vase left at the shop for 
repairs. It wasa bit of Sévres daintily colcred 
that had been brought to thiscountry in 1842 
Since that time it has been stolen seven times 
and seven times recovered. Every one of the 
thieves bas served his time in tne penitentiary 
for his lawless act.

4.| THE TRIP OF THE SEVENTH 


A WARM WELCOME AT THE NaA- 
TIONAL CAPITAL. 
PENNSYLVANIA-AVENUE CROWDED AND 

BRILLIANT WITH FIREWORKS AND BUNT- 

ING IN HONOR OF THE NEW-YORKERS. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Since inaugura- 
tion day no such crowd has turned out on 
Pennslyvania-avenue as was there to-night to 
welcome the Seventh Regiment. Not less than 
25,000 people were on the avenue. When the 
Seventh came here on the occasion of 
which this visit is the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary not a Union flag floated on the 
route of their entry into tbe city. The 
hotels and stores to-night were gay with 
bunting and hospitable devices of welcome. 
Scarcely a window along the mile of march was 
untenanted,and gusto was added to the cheering 
of the throngs on the streets by the waving of 
banners and handkerchiefs and the dance of 
Chinese lanterns from the house fronts. Red 
fire turned the night air intoa deep glow at 
every corner, and rockets sped skyward in 
front of a majority of the houses. The 
crowd at the upper end of the route was so 
dense that it pressed upon the ranks of the visi- 


tors, and when the head of the line turned off 
toward the armory the avenue was black witha 
cheering multitude as far as it could be seen, 
and there was a trail of fireworks for blocks. No 
welcome could have been more flattering or 
more hearty. The marching of the visitors, ex- 
cept when se by the over-hospitable spec- 
tators, was superb. 

It was 8:45 o'clock when the first section of the 
regiment was landed at. the Baltimore and Poto- 
mac station. John W. Thompson, Chairman 
of the Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred, and 
his associates were at the station to extend a 
formal greeting. The Light Infantry Corps was 
drawn up along Sixth-street from Pennsyl- 
vania-avenue along the length of the rail- 
road station. At the avenue end of their 
line the Marine Band waited. On the arrival 
of the second section of the Seventh about 
9:30 o’clock Cappa started the favorite ‘*Sky- 
rocket Quickstep,” and the Seventh marched 

ast the Light Infantry and down three blocks to 
Third-street. Then the Light Infantry filed into 
the avenue and Jed the way tothe armory. Dis- 
trict Commissioner Webb there made the formal 
reception speech. The ceremony lasted until 
10:30 o’clock, when the Seventh marched off by 
companies to the hotels assigned them. 

Asto the trip from New-York, the passage 
across the river was as decorous as a funeral. 
Whether the men were thinking of the girls they 
left behind or were forced into natural 
melancholy at the sight of the shores of Jersey, 
they could not have been more thoroughly on 
their good behavior if they had been undergo- 
ing a test for a diploma trom some school 
of propriety. When the boats landed there 
was no need to form ranks, for the 
companies were ready to march by 
columns of four. Within the railroad station 
the benuty and fashion of Jersey City flanked in 
mass the procession to the cars. Two engines with 
white flags at the smokestacks stood at the head 
of the two sections of the special train encaged 
for the occasion. Cappa led his band, 76 men ail 
told, into the forward car at the right. Directly 
behind was the headquarters car, one of the 
drawing-room line, into which Col. Clark 
stepped with the field and _ staff officers. 
The headquarters section was the first to start 
southward. It was composed of 10 cars, inciud- 
ing coaches in which rode Companies C, F, G, 
and H. The other section carried Companies I, 
A, D, K, E,and B. The two sections came to- 
gether at Trenton, where hot boxes under the 
headquarters car brought the first section 
to a standstill. Suitable inspiration had then 
hegun to circulate,and the men of the two 
trains rushed into each other’s arms like long- 
parted brothers, and showed otherwise how the 
trip was transforming itself from a funeral into 
a wake. Sutlers’ canteens and games without a 
limit, songs, jig dancing, double-bar practice on 
the car seats, and such enlivening recreation 
brought the regiment to Washington in good 
humor and appetite. 

To-morrow the President will receive the 
officers in the East Room, and the men will be 
shown about the departments. There will be a 
parade and review by the President in the after- 
noon from a stand specially erected on Penn- 
sylvania-avenue. Open house at the armory is 
to be the evening's main attraction. followed by 
a serenade by Cappain frontof the White House. 


The cohorts and caps of the Seventh 
Regiment were gleaming and bright as the com- 
panies wheeled out of the armory at Sixty- 
seventh-street and Lexington-avenue yesterday 
morning, and to the martial strains of Cappa’s 
band marched to the Third-avenue elevated 
station. It was just such a day as when 25 
years ago the regiment left its old armory over 
Tompkins Market and marched amid a myriad 
cheers and thousands of flags to the same ferry 
at the foot of Cortlandt-street. TH Times of 
April 20, 1861, records in a description of a column 
and a half that it was ‘*‘asad but triumphant 
day for New-York, when the intelligence that 
the Seventh Regiment, tne crack regiment, the 
almost adored military body of this city, would 
leave for Washington yesterday afternoon 
created an excitement scarcely surpassed by 
anything that has transpired since the first news 
of the attack on Fort Sumter.” 

Yesterday's departure, however, was a holiday 
excursion. Only eight of the men of °61 were 
with the regiment. The pretty giris that filled 
the galleries of the armory did not have words 
of parting or white lips. There was a little 
excitement among the unknowing, who thought 
that the regiment bad been ordered out on ac- 
count of the tie-up in the street railway lines, 
but the trip down town on three special trains 
of the elevated road was devoid of incident. 
Arriving at the City Hall the companies formed 
again, and in the presence of a great crowd, 
many ladies being on the balcony of the City 
Hall, they were briefly reviewed by Mayor 
Grace, accompanied by President Nooney, of 
the Boardtof Aldermen; Alderman Divyver, Judge 
Dutty, Sheriff Grant, and others. Then they 
marched down Broacway, giving a fine exhibi- 
tion of their famous marching amid the en- 
thusiastic cheers of the crowds on the sidewalks 
and on the lofty buildings. 

Crossing the ferry to the Jersey City station of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, Cappa’s band played 
the “ Star Spangled Banner,” and the men sang 
the **Soldiers’ Farewell.” Two sections, com- 
prising 19 cars in all, with a parlor car for the 
officers, were in waiting there and were quickly 
filled. Campany G’s car had a large canvas 
streamer inscribed “Big G.”’ Ice cream was 
loaded on board, the men stripped off their 
padded dress coats, and then the trains moved 
out at 2:30 o’clock amid a bewildering roar of 
rockets and regimental cheers. A great throng 
of pretty girls had gathered at the station also 
to say good-bye, and the boys fired out a shower 
of roses to them as they departed. 

Ten commands took part in the excursion, and 
Cappa’s band of ve peers brought up the total 
force to 790 men. Capt. H. 8. Steele, who was a 
private in 1861, was conspicuous at the head of 
Company B, which had the largest roster. 





LIBELING A DEAD MAN. 

HartTForRD, Conn., April 19.—Mrs. Har- 
mon, a young woman of Windsor, has brought 
suit to recover damages from W. H. Mather, a 
well known physician of Suffield, who has been 
writing her very offensive letters concerning her 
father, Ephraim West, of Suffield, who aied some 
time ago. Mr. West was at one time a prosper- 
ous miller, but shortly before his death became 
financially involved, and his estate, now in pro- 
cess of settlement, was insolvent. Dr. Mather is 
one of the creditors, baving been an indorser on 
Mr. West's notes, and the letters he has written, 
both to Mrs. Harmon and her mother, have char- 
acterized the dead man as thoroughly dishonest 
and of infamous memory. The letters were sub- 
mitted to counsel, who pronounced them libel- 
ous, and the doctor is held in $1,000 bonds to ap- 

ear next Saturday for trial before a Suffield 

ustice of the Peace. He will probably waive 
examination and let the case go directly to the 
Superior Court docket. 





THE ENTOMBED NANTICOKE MINERS. 

Nanticoke, Penn.,* April 19.—The terri- 
ble story which has followed the Nanticoke 
mine disaster since its occurrence four months 
&go is now about ended, and whatever was to be 
learned of how the 26men and boys actually 
met their deaths by the finding of their bodies 
will never be known. Four weeks ago, as a last 
resort, the Susquehanna Coal Company, at the 
suggestion of a committee of 15 expert miners, 
which was approved by a miners’ massmeeting, 
began the work of driving a tunnel from the 
counter roadway tothe fatal chamber. At the 
distance of 93 feet a drill was started, which this 
morning, after passing through 71 feet of flinty 
rock, entered the chamber from which, when the 
drill was withdrawn, came a very strong fiow of 
water.. Another hole to tap the upper part of 
the chamber was started, and this will be fin- 
ished by Thursday, when if water is also encoun- 
tered the work will cease, and no further at- 
tempt will be made to obtain the bodies.

THE MONTREAL FLOOD, 


GREAT DAMAGE TO PROPERTY ALL OVER 
THE CITY. 


MonTREAL, April 19.—The flood appears 
to be abating, but very slowly, and the city pre- 
sents much the same appearance as it did yester- 
day. From Mount Royal, away tothe south- 
west across the river, the village of La Prairie 
is seen apparently completely surrounded by 
water. All down the south shore of the river to 
St. Lambert the houses along the river bank 
stand with the water all around them. The 
river front of St. Lambert cannot be seen 
for the ice which is piled up to the 
very doors of the houses facing the river. 
On this side of the river the scene is 
quite as desolate. From the very foot of the 
rapids right down to Hochelaga the river seems 
to be right over the banks. All of Point St. 
Charles appears to be under water. and every 
street in the lower part of the city running 
parallel with the line of vision is a canal. The 
river is clear of ice from ashort distance above 
the bridge west to the rapids, but from the 


bridge east, until the river is lost sight of, some 
miles down, there is a complete block of ice. 
The ice seems to be piled highest just between 
Hochelaga and Longueuil. On the Corn 
Exchange to-day no business was dore, 
and the general opinion is that though 
most of the storehouses and warehouses 
in which erain and flour are_ stored 
are in the flooded districts, the loss will not be 
great, as flour is not much damaged by 
water. thin coating of paste forms 
around the outside of the packages and 
the great bulk of the flour remains 
sweet and dry within. At the Montreal 
warehouse it was stated that not more than 
four sections, containing 4,000 barrels, had 
been flooded, and of this amount it is thought 
more than one-fourth will sell well, so 
that the’ money loss will not amount to 
more than $4,000. Williamson’s warehouses con- 
tain a large amount of flour. They are 
flooded and the damage will be considerable. 
The losses of some flour dealers who store their 
own flour aré said to be severe. The loss in all 
ways will be great, and the general cry among 
the members of the Exchange was that Mon- 
treal should be placed immediately beyond the 
danger of a recurrence of such a calamity, no 
matter what the cost might be. 

A moiety of the amount of the loss suffered 
this time would pay for all that was necessary to 
make Montreal dry as a bone in case of even 
a higher flood than the present one. It is 
stated that the present flood is 81 inches 
higher than that of 1861. The sugar companies 
cannot give any estimate of their loss, but state 
that it has been so great that an advance in the 
price of sugar may certainly be looked for. 
Some of the houses occupied by the poorer 
classes are packed uncomfortably gg nrg 
who are in need of both food and fire. ow to 
supply them is a difficult question to solve. 
Alderman Stevenson, with the Presidents of the 
national societies, have been out all the morn- 
ing trying to make provision for all those who 
are in want, 

The nuns on St. Paul's Island, opposite that 
city, are in a very precarious condition on ac- 
count of the flo:d. They are obliged to take 
refuge in the attics of the buildings, and 
the blockade of ice renders all = ac- 
cess to them impossible. This island 
belongs to the ladies of the Congregation de 
Notre Dame Ville Marie, who have lately found- 
ed an academy -in New-York City, at No. 1,054 
Lexington-avenue. On this island the Sisters, 
who are fatigued, go to seek repose from 
their labors, No one is_ allowed to 
land on the island without special 
permission. Itis situated in a most romantic 
spot. The city of Montreal offered an enormous 
sum of money for it, wishing to purchase it for 
apark, but the nuns refused to sell it. They hold 
the island by virtue of a grant from the King of 
France when Canada was a French colony.

THE COST OF ELECTION FRAUDS. 


BILLS OF THE STENOGRAPHERS IN THE 
OHIO INVESTIGATION, 

CoLtumsus, Ohio, April 19.—As an illus- 
tration of the inumerable expenses attending 
frauds and corruption in elections in this State, 
the bill of the two stenographers appointed to 
take down the evidence before the non-partisan 
committee appointed to investigate the frauds 
in Hamilton County will be between $12,000 and 
$15,000. Some idea of the amount of work nec- 
essary to get up this voluminous testimony can 
be gathered from the fact that in the four copies 
of testimony for the Democrats there are 15,000 
pages of legal cap covered with type writing. 
The testimony thus compiled makesa solid pile 8 
feet high, the paper in it costing $60 and the 
carbon used $200. In the work of the other 
stenographers, that of Mr. Longley, who took 
the testimony of the Republicans, will be more 
than Mr. Granville’s, as he was employed longer. 
His bill will be between $500 and $600, while that 
of Mr. Granville, as he will render it, will be 
$4,184 25. This ventleman was asked on what 
basis he framed his bill, and he replied on the 
amounts allowed for stenographers by the Court 
of Common Pleas of Hamilton County. The 
bill, be said, was not exorbitant, and he had 
already paid out a large amount of it to his as- 
sistants. 

Mr. Granville said that it was the most arduous 
piece of work that he or any other stenographer 
in Ohio had everdone, The stenographers claim 
the same compensation as that paid for court re- 
porting—$10 per day and 25 cents per sheet. As 
tbe four copies are made by one stroke of the 
type writer the price charged is looked upon as 
extortionate, in fact as a steal. The bills will 
undoubtedly be referred to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Claims, where they will probably be ma- 
terially reduced in size. The hotel hill, witness 
fees, backs, &c., will probably make the total 
expenses reach about $40,000, 


TO PROTECT CANADIAN GIRLS. 

Troy, N. Y., April 19.—The statement 
telegraphed from Quebec that French Canadian 
girls are regularly sent to cities in the United 
States for immoral purposes is confirmed py 
investigations made here. It appears that a 
regular traffic in young girls is kept up between 
keepers of immoral houses here and persons in 
Mortreal. To-day a delegation of French Cana- 
dian residents culled on the Mayor and re- 
uested him to take steps to break up 
the practice. Members of the  delega- 
tion stated that many giris had recently 
been induced to leave Montreal and go to differ- 
ent cities in the United States and become in- 
mates of disorderly houses. They said they 
could give the names of some girls who had 
been brought to Troy and ruined. The delega- 
tion requested the Mayor to cause the licenses of 
the houses where it is alleged the girls were 
ruined to be revoked. The Mayor said the 
houses had no licenses, except, perhaps, to sell 
liquor, and he advised the delegation to present 
the case to the Police Buard, which will be done. 


LABOR NOTES. 

HAartTrorD, Conn., April 19.—A commit- 
tee of the strikers at the Broad Brook Mills came 
to this city this morning and had a conference 
with the officers of the company. It is repre- 
sented that the strikers admit their action to 
have been hasty. Treasurer Hooker declined to 
make public the point of the interview, but he 
said the men would probably resume work to- 


morrow morniog, and irtimated that no conces- 
sions were made by the company. 


Curoaao, April 19.—The Eight-hour Com- 
mittee of the Trade and Labor Assembly to-day 
issued a circular to ali trade and labor organiza- 
tions of Chicago and vicinity advising them to 
accept for the present a reduction of wages, un- 
jess there is an absolute certainty that the old 
standard can be maintained without any trouble.

“A DAY OF EXCITEMENT MARKED 
BY BLOODSHED. 
HOURS OF WRANGLING FOLLOWED BY PAR- 
TIAL SUCCESS—ATTEMPTS TO BE MADE 
TO RUN OARS ON THIRD-AVENUE TO- 
DAY—PREPARATIONS FOR FURTHER 
NEGOTIATIONS, 


With every surface railroad in the city 
save two tied up all day, with along wrangle 
before the Railroad Commissioners, and 
with riotous demonstrations that provoked 
bloodshed, the contest between the car 
companies and their employes was marked 
yesterday. The strikers had unbent so far as 
to run a car for the Dry Dock lines, for 
the Second-avenue, and for the Fourth-avenue. 
This was to save the charters of these roads. The 
strikers offered to do the same for the Central 
Cross-Town Company, but their offer was re- 
fused. They made demands on other lines for 
the redress of grievances, which were refused. 

The Railroad Commissioners had a late ses- 
sion last night, which did not end until 2 
o’clock this morning. Commissioner O'Donnell 
had made efforts to bring about a proper under- 
standing between the various city railroad com- 
panies and their employes, and his endeavors were 


finally crowned with success. A long.consulta- 
tion was had, in which Mr. Ecclesine, the coun- 
sel for the Empire Protective Association, took 
part. 

The Third-Avenue Company again plumply 
refused to consent to submit to arbitration the 
Points of difference which had been made mani- 
fest in the discussion during the day before the 
Commissioners. 

The position of the 
ever, was made manifest even to the 
members of the - Executive Commitee 
of the Empire Association. The latter 
admitted that the other roads were not backing 
up the 'bird-avenue in the stand taken by the 
latter. 

As a result of this, the committee agreed to 
countermand the order for a tie-up, and they is- 
sued an order directing the resumption of traffic 
on all the surtace lines, except the Third-avenue, 
at 4 o’clock this morning. This is, however, with 
the understanding that a tie-up may again be or- 
dered whenever the committee is satisfied that 
the other roads are helping the Third-Avenue in 
its fight. 

To-day the Railroad Commissioners will con- 
sider the case of the Third-Avenue Road, with a 
view to ascertaining whether or not it is com- 
plying with the terms of its charter. 

As regards the Third-Avenue Road the situa- 
tion is practically unchanged. The company 
announced its intention of starting its cars fat 
8o’clock this morning and of continuing the 
running of the line as long as permitted. 

The Police Board determined that it would 
do allin its power to aid any company in run- 
ning its cars, and issued yesterday the following 
letter to the President of every one of the tied- 
up lines: 

DEAR SIR: That no misapprehension may exist in 
the minds of any portion of our community that the 
Police Department is unable to afford your road 
the necessary police protection in the running of 
your cars, we hereby notify you that we nave been, 
and are, at ali times ready to maintain the 
laws, preserve the peace, and protect the lives and 
property of all law-abiding citizens in this city, and 
are ready to give your company the necessary police 
protection in carrying on your business. Advise us

To-day 1,800 policemen will be on duty to pro- 
tect railroad property. Reserves will be at the 
starting points and termini of all the roads ex- 
cept the Eighth and Ninthavenue lines.

RIOTING tN THIRD-AVENUE. 
AN ATTEMPT TO RUN CARS LEADING TO AN 
ATTACK AND BLOODSHED. 

The tie up which was ordered by the Em- 
pire Protective Association on the various street 
car lines of this city was carried out yesterday 
according to the announcement made, The only 
surface roads which ran regularly were the 
Eighth and Ninth avenue lines, The companies, 
however, with the exceptionof the Second-ave- 
nue,Fourth avenue,and the Dry Dock determined 
upon making resistance to the plans of the Em- 
pire Association. They set out to secure men to 
do the work required, and to run such cars as 
they can to-day. 

The Third-Avenue Company sought to run its 
cars yesterday afternoon, and the attempt ended 
in bloodshed. At 4:30 P. M. word was received at 
the Sixty-fifth-street stables from President 
Lyon to prepare to start at least 25 of the cars. 
When this order came over the telephone Capt. 
Gunner, of the Twenty-eighth Precinct, declined 
to furnish an escort to the cars until positive 
orders from Superintendent Murray had 
been received. These came along in a 
few minutes, and, at 4:40 o’clock, the first 
car started. It was intended to run the cars on 
a three-minute headway, and Superintendent 
Robertson, who, with several of the Direct- 
ors of the road, stood in the station, be- 
came exceedingly jubilant over the prospect, 
and annvunced that he was prepared to send out 
70 cars, and would do it if the police would fur- 
nish the necessary protection. Inspector Steers, 
who wasin command of the 200 men in the 
stables, said he would man every Car in case the 
needful drivers and conductors were furnished. 

Inspector Byrnes sat on the front platform of 
the first car with a roundsman, and four patrol- 
men were in the rear. When the car started 
there was a yell from the crowd, which included 
Many women, and the people ran from the 
sidewalks toward thetrack. At Sixty-fourth- 
street two men dashed forward and seized the 
horses at their heads so suddenly that they 
arose on their haunches. Some punishment 
drove the rioters away for @ moment, but 
afew yards further on another attempt was 
made to stop the horses, and some more people 
receiveda clubbing. A sort of running fight 
was kept up with the mob from this point to 
Fifty-ninth-street, and a dozen strikers or their 

,8ympathizers were clubbed more or less severely. 
‘There was no more trouble until, on its return 
trip, the car reached Fitty-nioth-street, when 
another attempt was made to stop its progress, 
but a prompt use of clubs carried it througn to 
the stables. 

Sixteen cars had been sent out when a breath- 
less policeman dashed in the stable and gasped 
outthat there was serious troubleat the corner 
of Fifty-ninth-street, seven blocks down. At this 
spot the big building of Bloomingdale Brothers 
is nearing completion, and the street in front is 
piled with bricks. On the block below the flag- 
stones on the west side of the avenue are being 
replaced, and before the houses were the new 
flagstones and hundreds of jagged chips which 
have been cut off to bring the stones 
to proper shapes. As s00n as the cars 
started on their way down town the crowds 
which made upper Third-avenue almost impass- 
able began to drift down the avenue, and at 
Fifty-ninth-street many went up the stairs of 
the elevated railroad station, while others took 
possession of both platforms. Every story in the 
Dig unfinished building was packed with men, 
while the sidewalks on either side of the avenue 
were crowded. The excitement increased as 
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each car passed along, and by the time the ninth 
car, No. 53, started, it had reached a fever heat. 

When this car reached midway between 
Sixtieth and Fifty-ninth street there was a 
movement in the crowd on the west side of the 
avenue, and, just as Driver M. A. Sheak reined 
up bis team to avoid running over a group on 
the crosswalk, two men looking like car drivers 
drove a pair of horses right against the car team. 
One of the car horses went down, and in his 
struggles to regain his feet pulled the other 
horse down with him. The crowd set upa howl, 
andina twinkling from the elevated railroad 
station, from every story of bBlooming- 
dale’s building, and from the drug store 
on the southwest corner of Fifty-ninth- 
street came a shower of brickbats and 
stones. There were fortunately no passengers 
in the car, every window of which wis smashed, 
and the flying glass wounded and cut dozens of 
the crowd who had swarmed over from the east 
side of the avenue, There were no policemen 


about save those on the car platforms, and the 
four on car No. 58 were powerless in the face of 
the howling hundreds who rushed at Driver 
Sheak and Conductor D. Husted. These two 
unfortunates were hurled from the platforms, 
and Sheak made a dash for the Twenty-eighth 
Precinct station House for safety. He was over- 
taken, thrown down, kicked, and trampled, and 
how he escaped with his lifeisa mystery. By 
this time the mélée about the cars had become 
general end the three or four cars behind No. 53 
were wrecked and battered in the same way. 

Just as the missiles were thickest the reserve 
section in the Fifty-ninth-street station house, 
under command of Sergt. Tuck, came down the 
street in gallant style,and the rioters found 
themselves hemmed in between this platoon and 
a force under the command of Capt. Garland, of 
the Broadway squad, which had been hurried 
down to the spot as svon as the news reached 
Inspector Steers. When these two forces did 
begin work the job of quelling the riot was pro- 
ceeded with in short order. The policemen, 
locust in hand, dashed into the crowd 
right and left, and the rioters, bricks 
in hand, were attacked without mercy. 
There was no temporizing whatever. One blow 
of the club settled each rioter, and as soon as 
one was down each policeman tackled the next 
one. There was no more brick throwing, and 
there was the liveliest sort of a scramble to get 
out of Bloomingdale’s building. The police 
made a charge over the brick piles, and sooner 
than it takes to write about it the riot was over. 
Just as the last shower of brickbats came from 
the west side of the avenue Officer Richard E. 
Goodspeed, of the Twenty-eighth Precinct, who 
was running full tilt after a man who 
was smashing a car window, was struck 
from behind by an extemporized slung- 
shot made by filling a stout handkerchief 
with flagstone chips and received a wound 
which nearly severed his right ear. Quick as a 
flash he turned and with one terrific blow 
knocked his assailant down. The man went 
down as if struck by a cannon ball and lay for a 
minute as if dead. In afew moments he stag- 
gered to his feet and was then collared and taken 
to the station house. He gave his name as Peter 
Powers and was recognized as acar driver of 
the Fourth-avenue line, his badge being found 
upon him when he was searched. 

At the same time an ambulance from the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, which had been hastily sum- 
moned, reached the scene of the riot and began 
to pick up the wounded. They were ali removed 
to the Fifty-ninth-street station house and 
their wounds dressed. They included: 

SHEAK, M. A,, driver of car No. 53, who was badly 
cut and bruised. 

HUSTED, U., conductor, who was also severely cut 
about the head and face by the bricks and flying glass. 

GOODSPEED, RICHARD E., of the Twenty-eighth 
Precinct. 

RORK"”, patrolman, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct. 

CLAYTON, AMBROSE W., who was severely clubbed 
ar Semee VOTING to knock out Sergt. Linden with a 

rick. 

PRIOR, JOHN, of No. 1,181 Second-avenue, a hostler 
ofthe Third-Avenue Road, who was caught, brick in 
hand, and got a drubbing. 

WIMMER, GtrOrGE, Of No. 21 Clinton-street, who, 
when knocked down, was endeavoring to strike Sergt. 
Tuck with a siungshot. 

MCGINNIS, JOHN, of No. 1,103 Third-avenue, who 
was also recognized as a car driver. 

NOBLE. THOMAS, and PATRICK HARVEY, both of 
whom refused to give their addresses or occupation, 
but who a number of policemen declared were em- 
ployes of the ‘l'hird-Avenue Road. 

Thetwo surgeons worked for an hour before 
all were attended to, and when they finisned,‘the 
prisoners were marched to the rear, while the 
wounded officers and car employes were sent to 
their homes, Officer Goodspeed, notwithstand- 
ing the severity of his wounds, insisted upon re- 
suming duty with the platoon on Third-avenue, 
but was persuaded to lay off until to-day. As soon 
as order had been restored the four or five cars 
which remained on the track behind No. 53 were 
returned to the stables, the officials of the road 
deciding not to send any more out for the night. 
Those which had got by the spot before the riot, 
went over the road witbout molestation, and re- 
turned to the stables and were laidup. Through- 
out the entire row the conduct ofthe police was 
admirable, and under the direction of Inspector 
Steers, Capts. Gunner, Gastlin, and Garland their 
work was all that could be wished for. 

Officer Rorke, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, 
who was badly cut, was especially unfortunate. 
He was not on duty, but was in citizen’s dress 
and was walking down Fifty-ninth-street on his 
way home just as the reserve force under Sergt. 
Linden dashed out of the station house. The 
Sergeant, in laying about with his club, struck 
Rorke, and in the latter’s turning to protect 
himself,was unmercifully clubbed, the Sergeant 
mistaking him for one of. the rioters. Powers, 
the car driver who struck Officer G oodspeed, 
when brought before the Sergeant to answer the 
usunl questions, refused point blank to say any- 
thing, and nothing would have been known as 
to his identity had he not been identified by 
several of the policemen. 

Vice-President Henry Hart,” Superintendent 
Robinson, and Director Barber, of the Third- 
Avenue Railroad Company, spent the evening 
together in the company’s stables at Sixty-fifth- 
street. Police Commissioner Voorhis visited 
them and promised police protection in running 
the cars to-day, only asking that an 
hour’s notice be sent to the nearest po- 
lice station before the starting of 
the first car. It was decided to _ start 
the cars between 8 and 9 o’clock in the morning. 
When the conference was over at midnight both 
Mr. Hart and Mr. Robinson said that they ex- 
pected to be able to make a good showing of the 
resumption of travel before 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Mr. Hart was very positive in his belief 
that cars would be run. Mr. Robinson slept in 
the stables all nignt.

ARBITRATION REJECTED. 
When the Railroad Commissioners met 
in the Mayor’s private office yesterday morn- 
ing, to try and settle the troubles between the 
Third-avenue Railroad employes and its mana- 
gers, there were few people present except the 
Executive Committee of the Empire Protective 
Association, O'Donnell, Best, Downing, Hughes, 


aud Graham, who posed as citizens, They were 
there demanding that the Third-Avenue Road 
should either run its cars at five minutes’ head- 
way, as its charter provides, or else forfeit that 
charter. They came in after President Kernan, 
of the Railroad Bourd, had expressea surprise in 
@ guarded sortof way that a general tie-up 
should have been ordered while this hearing 
was pending. They also cume in after President 
Lyon, and Sirectors Lauterbach and Hal) had 
taken seats at the table near the Commissioners, 
The first thing the citizen committee did was 
to ask toran adjournment until counsel it had 
obtained could appear. 

After Mr. Lauterbach had made an angry 
statement as to the position of the strikers 
Commissioner Kernan said he would stute 
the position of the board, which he did by 
reading the essential points in Judge Davis’s de- 
cision in the freight handlers’ case. There the 
New-York Central Road, for two weeks, was in- 
active and made no attempt to remedy the evil. 
In this case the question had simply resolved 
itself into one of fact as to whether the Third- 
Avenue Road had done ail in its power consist- 
ent with public safety to run its cars, 
with old or new employes, and, if it 
had not done so, if the cause of stop- 
page was ove for which the company was 80 
plainly responsible as to make proper proceed- 
ings for the forfeiture of its charter. The mere 
fact of the stoppage of the cars was, in the opin- 
ion of the Commissioners, no adequate reason 
for the violation of a charter, for the entire roll- 
ing stock might be destroyed, and the stoppage 
of the duties of a common carrier be rendered a 
necessity. There was Only to be decided the fact 
as to whether the compavy had done all it could 
do to try and carry out the terms of its charter... 

This decision didn’t please the strikers’ com- 
mittee, but it did the railroad people, who, as to 
the facts desired by the Commissioners, said 
they would appeal to Police Superintendent 
Murray and Inspector Steers. As the strikers 
couldn't get counsel to appear before the Com- 
missioners until 1:30,a recess was taken and 
Commissioner Kernan went to Police Head- 
quarters to hear what the police officials had to 
say. Superintendent Murray gave the iollowing 
information, President Lyon, Director Lauter- 
bach, and Committeeman Downing being pres- 
ent to hear aud ask questions: 

‘* What demands have been made upon you by 
the Third-Avenue Railroad Company for Pproe 
tection in running their road, and when ? 

“I wet Mr. Lyon, Superintendent Robinson, 
Mr. Lauterbach, and other gentlemen represent- 
ing the Third-Avenue Railroad Company at the 
Twenty-eighth Precinct Station House on the 
14th,and was informed that they ex ted a 
strike on the following day, Thursday. It didn’t 
take place until Friday, however. They asked 
me for enough men to protect their property, 
This I promised them they should have. On the 
first day of the strikeI had ali the — force 
and the reserves on duty. e@ com- 
pany ran _cars on that day from 
stabie to Broome-street. On Saturday the 
ran cars from Harlem Bridge to Gran 
street under police protection. On Saturday 
I called at the depot and saw Messrs. Ha 
Lyon, Robinson, and others, and told them 
would afford all the protection necessary to run 
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their carson Sunday. The police had then beer 
on continuous duty for 48 hours, and were wort 
out. hele 4 sugvested that under such ciroum~ 
stances they had better not try to run. 
acquiesced in their decision. I didn’t meet them 
again until this morning, when I met Mr. Lau< 
terbach. 1 then told him that in spite of xhg 
general tie-up we stood prepared to protect an 
cars they wished to run over the line.” 

*Are you now prepared to run the Third 
avenue cars?” asked Commissioner Kernan. 

“We are not running cars,” repliea the Super- 

intendent, “but if called upon by the Third- 
avenue orany other lineintne city to protect 
their property while cars are being run | will dq 
the best possible to protect the property. Th@ 
cars shall be run if the companies start them 
from the stables, whatever the consequences may 
be.” ‘ 
The Superintendent’s eyes snapped and he 
emphasized his determination by bringing his 
band down upon the arm of his chairin a way 
that produced a report like tbat of a pistol. 

** Would it be safe forthe Third-avenue line to 
run cars, and could it be done without the de- 
struction of property or endangering publio 
safety?” 

“IT will have to await the result and see what 
opposition there might be under such circum- 
stances.” 

“To what do you attribute the fact that there 
was no interference to the running of the care 
on Friday and Saturday ?” 

“The non-interference was due to the large 
force of police scattered along the avenue.” 

‘Have youany knowledge of any organizae 
tion which is prepared to interfere with therun- 
as of cars on any line?” 

“If I had T would at once arrest every party 
to it I could find.” 

Committeeman Downing—Did not Mr. Lyon 
tell you that if he could hold out for three or 
four days without being forced to run his cars 
until be could hire new men he would be able to 
beat the strikers? 

** He did not.” 

‘“*When you met Mr. Lauterbach this morning 
did you tell him it would be safe to run his cara 
to-day ?” resumed Commissioner Kernan. 

“Mr. Lauterbach asked me if I coulda give him 
the same protection in running his cars under 
the existing circumstances of the general tie-up, 
I told him I could not, but I did not advise him 
not to run his cars.” 

Mr. Lauterbach— When there was a strike o 


‘How many men did it take to assist you ?” 

** One thousand.” 

“ You had a like force on Third-avenue on Fri- 
day and Saturday, did you not?” 

“I did. Every man on the police force was on 
continuous duty from Wednesday night to Sat- 
urday night.” 

**On Sunday, then, the police were naturally 
worn out. Thestreets would have been filled 
with unemployed people. Under such circum- 
stances would it not have been more dangerous 
to have attempted to run a car over tbe line.” 

““ It would certainly have been more difficult.’* 

“Could we have been protected in running 
our cars to-day ?”’ 

“IT am fully confident that we are able to cope 
with any emergency that would have arisen in 
the city to-day.” 

“ Would it be safe for us to attempt torun 
cars over our lines to-day ?” 

*“ If any man comes to me and asks me to pro- 
tect him in running one or one hundred and one 
cars over the road to-day I’m a-going to do it !” 
His hand came down hard on the arm of hig 
chair again to indicate that he meant exactly 
what he said. 

“ Have the Third-avenue line in your opinion 
done what they could to run their cars ?”” 

“T certainly think, judging from reports made 
to me, that the company has madeevery possible 
effort to run their cars.” 

Commissioner Kernan closed the examination 
of the Superintendent with this question: ‘“* Ag 
Superintendent of Police are you prepared ta 
say that it would endanger public safety for tha 
ne line to attempt to run the cars to« 

ay ? 

‘*No, Sir.”* 

Lauterbach—What would the 
quences of such an attempt be? 

** As to what the consequences would be I can’t 
say, and no man can possibly do that.” 

Inspector Steers was then examined and re- 
cited substantially the same facts and opinions 
as Superintendent Murray, and added that he 
thought that the Third-Avenue Company bad 
done everything possible in its power to try 
and run its cars. He also said, in response 
to inquiry by Committeeman Downing, that 
he had advised the strikers against a tie-up 
and that he cautioned them against making 
any disturbance of any kind. “I don’t be- 
lieve the Knights of Labor would do it.” I 
further said, in speaking about the inad- 
visability of trying to run carson Sunday, that 
some men who are not employes might be mean 
enough to set fire toand burn the buildings of 
the railroad company. 

“Have you any information of an unlawful 
combination to prevent the running of cars om 
the Third-Avenue Road ?” 

“No, Sir; if i had I should have arrested them 
under the Superintendent’s orders.” 

President S. B. French, of the Police Board, 
asked: ‘‘Isn’t that expression, ‘unlawful com« 
bination,’ wrong, Mr. Commissioner? It is a 
broad question under Judge Pardee’s ruling in 
the Southwestorn cases whether any such @m- 
bination as the present one to prevent «a corpo- 
ration is not an ‘unlawful combination’ or @ 
conspiracy. Wouldn’t the word ‘riotous’ be 
better 7” 

“It would,” replied Commissioner Kernan. 
a should have said violent or riotous combiua- 

on. 

After Mr. Lauterbach had stated that the run- 
ning of one car over the line of the road would 
do the company no good, as its charter required 
trips under five minutes’ headway and that un- 
der the circumstances the road didn’t have men 
enough or police protection enough in the face 
of a general tie-up, the hearing adjourned. 

Back to the Mayor’s office the party went ard 
there ex-Senator T. C. E. Ecclesine appeared 
counsel for the strikers’ committee. In his brie 
opening Mr. Ecclesive held that the Third-Ave- 
nue Road should have its charter annulled be- 
cause it had not done everything in its power to 
procure the necessary men torunitscars. This 
was becauss the committee whom he represent- 
ed would, in case their terms were agreed to, 
start every car in the city in a half hour. 

Mr. Lauterbach said, in reply, that tne road, 
which was in no way responsible for the tie-up, 
would no more submit to the dictation of a labor 
organization as to wom they should hire than ta 
the orders of the Czar. “If wecan hire our owa 
men,” he said, “‘welland good. But if we must 
submit to a reign of terror instituted by them, 
better far the annulment of our charter, the 
loss of our property, and the death of our cor- 
porate existence.” 

Mr. Ecclesine said that no riot or violence 
would be attempted, and so far as the strikers 
are concerned the police torce might be dia- 
missed. 

Mr. Lauterbach then agreed to leave every- 
thing at once to arbitrators regarding time and 
wages, reserving only the right to say whetheg 
oid and faithful empioyes should be discharged, 
After some further argument it was agreed ta 
give the strikers a chance to write out a list of 
grievances, which they would submit to the 
Commissioners at 4 o’clock. 

The committee for the strikers kept the Com- 
missioners waiting sometime for the promised 
statement. At4o’clock there was no sign of 
the committee nor Mr. Ecclesine. Senator 
Daggett came into the room and asked Commis- 
sioner Rogers what allthe fuss wasabout. He 
remained until dinner time, and was joined by 
Mayor Grace and Street Commissioner Coleman, 
The only apology that Mr. Ecclesine offered for 
being late was that the cars were not Pye 
as they should be, and he was obliged to walk. 
In behalf of the strikers he read the following: 

The Executive Board of the Empire Protective As« 
sociation of the State of New-York on behalf of the 
late employes of the Third-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany are desirous of submitting to arbitration the fol- 
lowing propositions: 

1. hat no employe be required to work more than 
12 hours per day, with one hour deducted for dinner. 

2. That four trips of the Hurlem branch constitute 
aday’s work, and six tripson the sixty-fifth-street 
branch, fifteen trips on the One Hundred and ‘'wenty- 
fifth-street branch, eight trips on the Grand Central 
branch. and ten trips on the cuble roadto constitute a 
day’s work. 

3. Compensation for conductors and drivers on the 
branches run by horses $2 a day, and on the cable road 
$2 25 tor gripmen and $2 for conductors. 

4. That not more than 30 trippers shall be run at 
wages not less than $1 50 per day. 

5. That hostlers, hitchers, changers, car cleaners, and 
others employed in or about the station (clerical heip 
—e @ paid not leas than $1 75 per day. 

6. Hostlers not to care for more than 16 horses. 

7. That hostlers shall have one hour for breakfast 
and one hour for dinner within the said 12 hours. 

8. That pavers, rammers, and all who labor ip keep- 
ing the track in repair shall not be required to work 
more than 10 hours ie day, at $2 per day for pavers 
and rammers and ai) others $) 75 per day. 

9. That monitor men be paid $2 per day. 

10. That harness men be vatd $2 25 per day. 

11. The millerto be paid $3 per day. 

12. That car builéers and car biacksmiths bepaid 
$275 per day. 

18. Kunning gear men $2 50 per day. 

14. Machine wood workers to be paid $3 per day. 

15. Blacksmith’s heipers to be paid $2 25 per day. 

16. ‘That a}l persons iu the eraploy of the ‘i hira-Ave. 
nae Raliroad Company onthe 5th day of April, 1886, 
be re-employed at the same employment they held ox 
that date and at the rate of compensation hereinbefore 
os i and ut the hours of labor hereinbefore men- 

oned. 

17. ‘that Andrew Shaughnessy be reinstated to his 
former position on the cabie road. 

18 That such emploves of the road as have by their 
conan shown themselves to be obnoxious and untit 
to be in theemploy of said company shail, on due 

roof of said misconduct, be forthwith dischurged 

m the employ of said road. 

9, An agreement embodying the foregoing proposi- 
tions to be signed by the road and to remain in force 
up to the lst day of January, 1887, 

The oo now nding to be discontinued 
forthwith if arbitration is agreed to with respect to 
every road except the Third-avenue, and with 
seven men are suspended pending arbitration. 

The Direttors and Mr, Lauterbach set to work 
to dissect the statement. “It won’t do,” Mr, 
Lauterbach said, “ but before any agreement at 
all is reached or any arbitration consented to 
the strike must be declared off. These men 
must first undo the ng work they have 
done. 

Commissioner O*Donnell—In the case of Dea- 
con Richardson’s roads the termination of the 
strike and the agreement to arbitrate were si-

“Yes,” replied Mr. Lyon, “T think they 
would.” 

Atthe suggestion of the Commissioners Mr. 
Lauterbach reduced his o tions to the strik- 
ers’ manifesto to writing, as follows: 

1. That the strike be declared at an end. 

2. That in filling = vacancies that now exist prefer« 
ence will be given to former employes. 

8. That upon proper legal protection bein 
discharged employes will be given the reasons 
discharfe, ang their explanation ther 
senses oo resident of oe Cees A. beng + 
ally or other persons, as he 
mar designate. the President sbali nally determine 
the guestion of reinstatement. 

4. That the President of the company will receive 
and retain in confidence and consider any communi- 
cation in reference to the competence or gualifications 
of any employes of the company. d 

5. I'bat the questions which refer only to money and 
hours raised by the annexed statements of grievances 
and numbered 2, 8, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,9, 10, 11, 12, 18, 14, and 
15 be submitted to the arbitration of the Ratiroad 
Commissioners. 

“Now,” said Mr. Ecclesine when he had heard 
them read, ‘I'll agree to leave the whole affair, 
\mendments and all, to arbitration.” 

“No,” came from the Directors in chorus. 

“Then we have nothing more to say.” 

“ Nor have we,” said Dr. Hall promptly. 

That settled all hope of arbitration. It meant 
fight, and the Commissioners began to take tes- 
timony tosee which party was in the rignt. Mr. 
Lauterbach was put under oath and talked for 
the company. The road was doing the best it 
could, he said, and in a few days would be run- 
ning with a full complement of men. It had al- 
ready secured 75 drivers, 85 hostlers, a miller, 
and some hands in the shoe shop at the Sixty- 
fifth-street stables. The cars wouid have been 
running all day, but the police advised the com- 
er not to try it on account of the general 
strike. 

“Are the drivers you have employed 
licensed ?” Mr. Ecclesine inquired. 

** No,” was the reply, * and they don’t need to 
be. By alaw of 1865 that ordinance is unconsti- 
tutional. When we get that fact thoroughly 
understood we shall have men enough.” 

“* How soon,” inquired Commissioner Kernan, 
“can you get your road running again with a 
fuli complement of men ?” 

“Three days,’ said Mr. Hart.-** I’ll guarantee 
to do it in that time.” 

Then witnesses were put onto give the Com- 
missioners some idea of the grievances of the 
men. They talked under protest from Mr. Lau- 
terbach and the other Directors, but the Com- 
missioners decided that it was only fair to allow 
the men a good deal of latitude in presenting 
their side of the case. Richard Grover, a mechanic 
In the shops of the company, said, in substance, 
that it was useless to try and get the Superin- 
tendents to listen to complaints from the men, 
and that whenever promises were made to reme- 
dy unsatisfactory matters they were never kept, 

e bad been in constant association witn the 
striking employes, and had never heard a threat 
or even asuggestion of injuring the property of 
the company. Charles Davis,an employe on the 
cable road cars, said that **swings’’ were so ar- 

nged that some of the men had to work 14 
ours a day. His own car(No. 8) was on 13 

hours. The brief intervals in the swings were 
of no use to the men for purposes of rest. 

Joseph O’Donnell, Chairman of the Empire 
Protective Association, went in great detail into 
the grievances of the men, and said that the 
company had fallen very far short of fulfilling 
its agreement by whicb the men went to work 
on the settlement of the other strike. He was 
sure that in the present difficulty the men con- 
tempiatead no olence tothe property of the 
company. 

“ What are the objects of your association?” 
asked Mr. Lauterbach in cross-examination. 

*One of its objects,” said O'Donnell, excited- 
ly, “*is to rid the workingmen of the tyrann 
that you fellows have kept them under for 
years.” 

“Is it not in the power of your organization 
to order strikes?” 

‘ “I don’t propose to answer that question 
ere.” 

“Is it not a fact that your committee have 
the option of ordering men under its control 
to quit work?” 

*T won’t answer.” 

“Iam going to ask you—and I warn you that 
it will be used against you if you answer affirma- 
tively—whether you signed the paper ordering 
the strike which is printed in the morning news- 
papers ?”” 

“I decline to answer.” 

James Graham, a member of the Empire As- 
sociation committee, told of the company’s re- 
ception of the statement of grievances. John 
Stuart, who kas had charge of making up the 
time tables of the Third-Avenue Road for 20 
years, said that the cable road men did not have 
to work more than 10 hours, so far as he could 
remember without consulting his schedule. 
President Lyon said that some men were work- 
ing longer hours, but they got extra pay for it, 
and the arrangement was only until new cars 
could be secured. : 

It was long after 7 o'clock when the meeting 
adjourned, and the strike was apparently no 
nearer an end thanever. Henry Hart told the 
strikers to come around to the stables on 
Wednesday and get wages due them.

TEN THOUSAND ON STRIKE. 

Although the tie-up on the different 
lines was ordered avowedly for the sole purpose 
of bringing the Third-Avenue Company to 
terms, the Empire Protective Association, in the 
course of the day, formulated grievances against 
other lines. The most sweeping of these were in 
the case of the Twenty-third-Street Company, 
which also runs the Bleecker-street cars. 

The Twenty-third and Bleecker street lines 
had run no carsall day yesterday, but no com- 
plaints from the employes were brought in 
until 7 o’clock at night, when a committee, com- 
posed in part of the employes of the road and in 
a of men claiming to be sent by the Empire 

rotective Association, called at the offices of 
the road and presented a number of minor 
grievances, among which were that “no man be

must be recognized as such by their Griev- 
ance Committee;” that “John Scott, conductor 
of car No. 92 of the Bleecker-Street Road, be 
discharged for making threats against the 
organization; that ‘tall men not belonging to 
the organization and not wishing to join the 
Organization be discharged;” that ‘** Patrick 
Tynan, a laborer on the track, receive the first 
Vacancy; thatthe driver on ‘blue tripper’ 
No. 29 be sc for insulting the organi- 
tation; “that Inspector Hawkins be dis- 
charged ;” ‘‘that Thomas H. McLean, the Secre- 
tary of the company, be discharged;” and that 
“Thomas Tierney, driver, be reinstated forth- 
with.” Mr. Jacob Sharp was highly indignant 
and expressed surprise that they had not asked 
for the discharge of the Presidentand Directors,

In response to this notice a squad of 100 po- 
licemen was sent to the company’s stables about 
8 P. M., butafter consultation with the Directors 
it was determined not to send out a car. In 
connection with the question of the city’s lia- 
bility in the event of not affording protection to 

the surface roads Sheriff Grant said it might be 
necessary, if the trouble continued, to appoint a 
number of special Deputies. 

No cars went out of the Broadway and Sey- 
enth-Avenue Railroad stables yesterday. The 
men held a continuous meeting in Adelphi Hall 
Seventh-avenue and Fifty-seoond-street, an 
were joined there by the omens of the Grand 
and Forty-second Ferry Katlroad Company. 
They sent 60 men at noon to feed the horses in 
the stables, and at night another delegation fed 
the animals and made ready their beds for 
the night. A Committee on Grievances was 
aiso sent over to confer with Superintendent 
Newell. The committee asked that the stable- 
men who had received $12 50 per week should 
hereafter be paid $14 a week. Both Mr. Newell 
and Mr. Foshay granted this. The most impor- 
tant of the other demands was that Inspector 
George, Night Boss Dorsey, seven conductors 
who were not Knights of Labor, and Howard 
Reynolds, a driver, should be discharged. 
They also demanded that non-unionjmen should 
not be employed on the road, Superin- 
tendent Newell stated that he would lay the 
matter of the discharge of the men asked for be- 
fore the Board of Directors at their next meet- 
ing. When, later in the afternoon, Mr, Newell 
thought he would run a car down town to make 
sure that the charter would not be forfeited, he 
sent to Adelphi Hail to knowif the men would 
furnish a driver to run acharter car. The reply 
was a decided negative. An attempt will be 
made to run cars on Broadway to-day. 

The S8ixth-Avenye strikers gathered in the 

early morning at Columbia Hall, on Sixth-ave- 
nue, near Forty-seventh-street. President Cur- 
tiss, Superintendent Moore, and one or two Di- 
rectors met before noon and declared open war 
atonce. This notice was drawn up and copies 
posted on the big doors of the stable: 
“All employes of the Sixth-Avenue Railroad Compa- 
ny who do not report for duty at the usual hours to- 
morrow morning will be treated as new men there- 
after, should they apply for work.” 


The drivers had appointed 20 men in the morn- 
ing to feed and takecare of the horsesin the 
stable, but when the notice was put up they 
angrily withdrew them. When, at5 o'clock, 
President Curtiss wanted to run a “ charter” car 
up Sixth-avenue a little way, and so informed 
the strikers, the committee sent back word that 
if the obnoxious notice was taken down they 
would allow thecarto berun. It was decided 
not to attempt to start thecar. It was agreed, 
however, that this morning what men could be 
obtained sbould be sent out with cars. Azaother 
notice issued hy the company was that conduct- 
ors reporting for duty with their drivers during 
the present strike would be paid for the day. 
The Eighth and Ninth avenue lines, which are 
under one management, were exempted from 
the genera! tie-up, and as they were the only 
surface roads operating in the city yesterday 
they had a heavy increase of traffic. The in- 
crease of traffic on both roads amounted to fully 
83 ner cent. The Eighth and Ninth avenue lines 
were exempted from the tie up because, accord- 
ing to the statements of both officials and em- 
ployes, both roads have kept to the letter the 
agreement with the men, and there is no dissat- 
isfaction on either side. 

The big erg companies, with the exception of 
the Dry Dock, Second-Avenue, and Fourth-Av- 
nue lines, made efforts by advertisement and 
other public announcements to procure men in 
the place of those who left work. The Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue Oompany called for 
500 competent men as conductors, drivers, and 
stablemen. The Sixth-Avenue Company made 
a call for 800, and the Twenty-third-Street Com- 
pany advertised fora similar number. The Belt 
ine sought to get ail the conductors and driv- 
ers it could obtain,no number being stated. 
The Central Cross-town Company calied for 50 
drivers and 15 stablemen. The Christopher and 
Tenth Street Company sought 100 men as driv- 
ers and conductors. The Third-Avenue Com- 
any added to its demand a notice for drivers, 
lacksmiths, woodworkers, harnessmakers, and 
amiller. In all cases it was stated that steady 
employment would be assured to all who re- 
sponded and were found competent.

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WATCHING THE CONTEST. 

The appearance of the streets yesterday 
would have leda stranger in the city, unac- 
quainted with the condition of affairs, to be- 
lieve that it was a day of general outing. A 
Stranger might have fancied that all these 
people were walking the streets to see the 
Seventh Regiment turn out, but they were not. 
Peopie walked yesterday because they had to. 
The sidewalks were literally packed with people 


in some places. Lower Broadway looked as it 
used to in the days before Mr. Jacob Sharp 
bought it from the Aldermen. There were 
crowds of pedestrians moving in both directions, 
and they sought the shady side of the street 
with the greatest perseverance. The trucks 
which the horse cars had to some extent driven 
to seek thoroughfares east and west of Broad- 
way worgened tothe great central street in full 
force. The truck drivers where in high spirits. 
They took possession of the car tracks and drove 
their lumbering wagons over Mr. Sharp’s road- 
bed in the serene assurance that no street car 
driver would whistlieor hammeron his front 
platform to warn them off. They ran into one 
another, drove across in front of one another 
got their be ry interlocked, swore big round 
Oaths, and hada general good time. Coupés and 
hansoms had a poortimeof it on Broadway 
yesterday and made slow progress. 

In the shopping districts up town the crowds 
of people were as ae as those down town. 
The shopping population patronizes the horse 
railroads in that part of the city very generally. 
When a lady wants to go ten ora dozen blocks 
she always finds a street car ready for her. Con- 
ductors on the Sixth-avenue and Broadway lines 
find that they have many persons who board the 
cars to ride not more than five or six blocks 
when the weather is a trifle warm or cold or 
wet. Yesterday was an admirable day for shop- 
ping. and being the beginning of that week 
when womankind finishes laying in the stock 
of Spring clothing, the sho rs were out in full 
force. But they walked. Even those who make 
the daily round of Twenty-third-street to Sixth- 
avenue, thence to Fourteenth-street, thence to 
Broadway, and up or down the latter street, 
had to walk. The proprietor of one of the large 
shops in Sixth-avenue said: “I do not think 
the strike bas hurt our busjness so much to-day 
as it would have done if the weather had not 
been so favorable. lt does hurt us sonie, and if 
it wers rainy it would do us a great deal of dam- 
age. Wecouldn’t stand bad weather and an ab- 
sence of cars both at once.” The Fifth-avenue 
line of temporary stages did not stop running 
yesterday as they did in the last strike, and their 
continued operation was a great convenience. 

The elevated railways were crowded. On the 
Third-avenue Jineagreat many trains of five 
cars wererun. The shuttle traingson the City 
Hall branch were discontinued, and trains were 
run ieure from Harlem to the City Hall sta- 
tion just asthey are on ordinary days during 
commission hours. All thetraing going both 
ways wore well filled. No extra provision was 
made on any of the other lines beyond running 
the trains at shorter intervals than is custom- 
ary. At Col. Hain’s office it was stated that 
trains would be run close together just as long 
as the traffic demanded it. As soon asthe num- 
ber of passengers decreased the number of trains 
would be diminished. 

In the afternoon the news of the passage of 
the cars of the Tbhird-Avenue Road down town 
seemed to spread through the east side like the 
wind, and within half an hour from the time the 
first car rollei out of the station Third-avenue 
from Sixty-fifth-street, and the Bowery as far 
down as Grand-street, became almost impassa- 
ble. Few such street crowds have been seen in 
the city, and the police had all they could do to 
keep the people moving. 

The general “ tie-up’? was not anticipated by 
the police authorities, and caused an entire 
change of programme. When the news reached 
Police Headquarters early yosserdey morning 
an order was immediately sent to all the Captains 
to ignore the orders of the day before in regard 
to detailments for duty on Third-avenue, but to 
hold the off platoons in the station houses, and 
take measures to protect the property of the 
railroads in their respective precinots. Special 
orders were issued to the Captains of the pre- 
cincts in which railroad stables are situated to 
send a sufficient force of police to preserve the 
peace in and about the stables, Drafts from 
precincts in which there is no railroad property 
were made the precincts needing reinforce- 
ments, and large reserves were massed in the 
gtation houses noarest the railroad stations. 

At Police Headquarters a force of 250 men 
from the Broadway, steamboat, and City Hall 
| squads were held in reserve, andin front of the

Notwithstanding 
this, it was rumored all about the city 
last night that the Brooklyn Cit, and 
the Atlantic-Avenue Railroads were to tied 
up at 4:30 o’clock this morning. These two 
companies control nearly all the horse car lines 
in Brooklyn and employ nearly 38,500 men. Their 
difficulties with their employes were all settled 
a short time ago and the Knights promised that 
the agreement would hold good until Jan. 1 
next. President Hazzard, of the Brooklyn City 
Company, thought last night thatit was prob- 
able his roads would soon be tied up inorder 
to affect the situation in New- York.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS.

EXTENDING ITS SYSTEM. 

Boston, April 19.—The consolidation of 
interests owned by the Gulf, Colorado, and 
Santa Fé Railroad of Texas with:the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé having been com- 
pleted, President George Sealey, of the 
former, who has recently been elected a 
Directorin the. Atchison, makes the following 
statement of the details of the transaction 
and its intent: ‘* The stockholders of the Gulf 
Colorado and Santa Fé have pow constructe 
and under construction in all 1,000 miles of track 
of road. These 1,000 miles of road, together with 
all landed interests in Texas, extensive wharf 
frontage and terminal facilities in Galveston, are 
to be put into the Atchison system as common 
property. upon the basis of $8,000 stock 
per mile, or, say, $8,000,000 of The 
stockholders of the Gulf, Oolorado and 
Santa Fé take in exchange for their property 
this stock in the Atchison, and become joint 
owners in the common property. An exchange 
of about $4,400,000 of stock has been made, and 
the remaining $3,600,000 will be delivered within 
the next 12 months, during which time the con- 
nection between the two roads will be made, 
The total bonded debt of the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Féis limited not to exceed $12,000 first 
mortgage and $5,000 pots © mortgage bonds to 
each mile of main track. The consolidation 
of the two properties will give the Atchison 
a water connection from New-York and the East 
via Galveston to the Pacific quite as short as 
the Southern Pacific via New-Orleans. It will 
have the effect to make it the strongest sys- 
tem west of the Mississippi River and it will 
represent less indebtedness per mile than 
any other large system in that section 
or in fact anywhere in the United States. The 
earnings of the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe for 
the fiscal year beginning Jan. 1to date have been 
about $60,000 per month increase over corre- 
sponding months of last year.” 


CHICAGO AND BURLINGTON. 

The annual report of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy for last year’s operation 
shows an increase of $1,051,421 in freight re- 
ceipts over 1884, a decrease of $53,459 
in passenger business, and an increase of 
$74,849 in miscellaneous business, mak- 
ing the total gross income from operations, 


$26,556,425, an increase of $1,072,812. Operating 
expenses and taxes showed an increase of 
$815,022, amounting to $14,405,763. The 
company paid $6,110,572 in dividends, 
an increase of $543,902 for the year. Regu- 
lar “charges” amounted to $5,127,863, a 
decrease of $254,097. And the income other 
than that includedin gross earnings amounted 
to $592,483, an increase of $25,664. Renewals 
cost $1,000,000, double that of the preced- 
ing year, leaving a ‘net surplus of 
$504,654, against $511,105 for the year of 1884. 
The company spent $3,858,814 on construction 
during the year, increasing the lines of the road 
255 miles; $4.873,7g¢1 was spent for equipment,

GLADSTONE RANKS, 
THE- OPPOSITION’ TO'THE IRISH BILLS GROW-- 
ING—ENGLAND AND THE CANADIAN 
FISHERIES—THE DILKE CASE. 


Lonpon, April 19.— The defection of 
Scotch.Radical: members of the House of Com- 
mons has been growing since the Land bill was: 
made known. In the lobby of the Com- 
mons'to-night it was estimated that 25 would 
vote against Mr. Gladstone, and that more 
would abstainfrom voting. Duncan McLaren,a 
former member for Edinburgh and a prominent 
Radical since 1820, denounces the whole scheme. 
He is Mr. Bright’s brother-in-law. Mr. Bright’s 
hostility te the land proposals is pronouncea. 
He considers the terms of purchase intolerable. 
It is reported that he urges Mr. Gladstone to 
appeal tothe country if the Home Rule Dill 
passes by only a small majority. At a crowded 
meeting of the Glasgow Chamber of Com- 
merce to-day the proposed Dublin Parliament 
was unanimously denounced as dangerous to 
the commervial interests of the kingdom. The 
speakers were Liberals and were formerly Glad- 
stonians. An active campaign will b3 conducted 
during the Easter recess, in which Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Mr. Trevelyan, Lord Hartington, Mr. Mor- 
ley, Lord Spencer, Mr. Goschen, and the Duke 
of Argyll will take part. The Conservative 
leaders will hold aloof, desiring to leave the 
front of the opposition to the Whigs. Some of 
the Conservative members, discontented because 
their leaders decided not to take part in the 
campaign, sent a protest to Lord Salisbury, who, 
however, declinea to change their course. 

Mr. Brana’s motion against the second reading 
of the Home Rule bill has been tabled under an 
arrangement with Lord Hartington, who will 
make the motion in place of Mr. Brand. 

To-day being “Primrose Day,’ (the anniver- 
sary of the death of Lord Beaconsfield,) the Con- 
servatives everywhere appear decorated with his 
favorite flower, The political crisis is used to 
emphasize the observance of the fifth anniver- 
sary of the great Tory leader's demise, | 

At a meeting of the Dublin Corporation to- 
day the Mayor expressed gratitude to Mr. Glad- 
stone for his labors in behalf of Ireland. At the 
same time he declared that both the Home Rule 
and Land Purchase bills would require consider- 
able modification. 

Mr. George Osborne Morgan, Under Colonial 
Secretary, was questioned in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon in relation to the Cana- 
dian fisheries. He said in response that he was not 
aware that the Dominion Government had com- 
plained of aggression by United States fisher- 
men. If any dispute should arise between Canada 
and the United States over the fisheries the Eng- 
lish Government would make every effort to end 
it with as little friction as possible. 

Ata meeting of the Liverpool Marine Board 
yesterday the Captain and second mate of the 
steamer Lord Gough were presented with 
chronometers and the members of the crew 
with £5 each on behalf of the American Goy- 
ernment, for rescuing the crew of the Cleopatra 
in December last. They were also presented 
with medals by the Humane Society and with 
watches subscribed for by citizens of Phila- 
delphia. 

Sir Charles Dilke has informed the Electoral 
Committee that he will make a full statement at 
a@ public meeting on May 3, if the Queen’s 
Proctor fails to reopen the Crawford divorce 
case previously. 

Lonpon, April 20.—The Daily News com- 
laing that the Whig seceders are playing 
nto the hands of the  Oonservatives 
and are taking the lead in the attack 
on Mr. Gladstone’s Irish bills. The 
News specially regrets Lord Hartingeton’s de- 
cision to offer a motion against a second reading 
of the Home Rule bill. The Conservatives, the 
News adds, have snown the astuteness of 
Disraeli. 

It is stated that if the Irish landlords oppose 
the Land Purchase bill, Mr. Gladstone will with- 
draw the measure, and that if the Home Rule 
bill be carried by only a small majority, it will 
be withdrawn this sessicn and a fresh scheme 
will be presented in 1887.

THE DESOLATED AUSTRIAN TOWN. 

Vienna, April 19.—The fire at Stry is 
still raging. The situation there is appalling. 
Thousands of the inhabitants are bankrupt. 
The charred bodies of many victims have already 
been dug out of the ruins. The Mayor ofthe town 
has sent a telegram to Lemberg asking that 
pin oy be sent to Stry with appliances to extin- 
guish the fire. The damage is estimated at sev- 
eral million florins. Many of those injured dur- 
ing the fire yesterday have since died. The total 
number of dead is now 40. Most of the victims 
were children. 

When the fire had reached its height the pris- 
ons were opened, but the authorities had de- 
layed the release of the prisoners too long and 
140f the unfortunate inmates were burned to 
death. In the environs of the town all was 
in confusion. The peasants looted houses 
and shops after conflicts with their owners, 
some of whom, in their despair, committed 
suicide. The gale was so severe that sparks 
were carried three miles and set fire toa number 
of huts occupied by the peasantry. The Emperor 
has given $2,500 ror the relief of the sufferers. 


THE GREEK WAR AGITATION. 

ATHENS, April 19.—Greek troops are be- 
ing pushed to the front as rapidly as possible. 
The Government is debating the question of 
summoning fresh reserves and making an effect- 
ive frontier force of 100,000 men. 

M. de Butzow, the Russian Minister to Greece, 
has departed for Livadia to see the Czar, in pure 
suance of urgent orders from his Majesty. *M. 
de Butzow is being conveyed by a Russian man- 
of-war. He will be accompanied from Constan- 
tinople by M. Nelidoff, the Russian Ambassador 
to Turkey. 

Parts, April 19.—Le Temps states that it 
is rumored that the Greek Consul at Candia, 
Crete, with the approval of his Government, has 
been actively engaged in plotting a rebellion 
among the people, a majority of whom are 
Greeks, against Turkish authority, and that the 
Consuls of the other powers have asked their re- 
epson Governments to interfere to prevent 
the movement from being carried out. 

Lonpon, April 20.—England has sent a 
circular to the powers proposing that, if Greece 


does not disarm the powers cease diplomatic re- 
lations with her and blockade the Greek ports.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Dusuin, April 19.—At Abea, County 
Limerick, last night a party of 40 ** moonlight- 
ers” fired upon six police patrols. The police 
returned the fire, and the miscreants bolted. 
Four were afterward arrested. 

Manprip, April19.—The Bishop of Mad- 
rid, who was shot several times yesterday by a 


priest, has died of his injuries. An autopsy will 
be held on his body to-morrow, after which it 
will be embalmed and removed to the Episcopal 
Palace, where it will lie in state. The body will 
be interred in San Isidro Church. 


Roomz, April 19.—Cholera has appeared 
in Lecce, the capital of the province of that 
name, and is spreading rapidly. Several sus- 
picious cases have been discovered at Milan. 





A MURDER REVEALED BY A FIRE. 

Erte, Penn., April 19.—A fire in the 
abandoned flouring mill of James Garvey, at 
Dunkirk, this afternoon, disclosed a terrible 
murder. The building, a large three-story 
structure, had been closed for years, 
and had been the’ resort of tramps 
and desperate people. The fire was 
controlled after a bard fight, and during the in- 
vestigation of the premises the body of a woman 
was found in one of the rooms which had 
been on fire. The face was recognized 
by a foreman as that of the wife of 
® neighbor, John Boise, The fact that 
the room had been locked, and that the body 
had been almost nude, confirmed the theory 
that the woman had been murdered and that 
the fire bad been started for the purpose 
of hiding the crime. The victim, Annie Boise, 
came to Dunkirk from Canada, and three days 
ago went out shopping in the evening and never 
returned. Her disappearonce and the sequel 
have distracted her husband,

THE SCOPE OF THE INFAMOUS BRUNS BILL. 
GREATLY ENLARGED. 

ALBAny,, April 19, —The:friends;:of the: 
-notorious Bruns bills have accepted a com-+ 
promise bill, approved, it is understood, by 
many of the Republican boys. Tuis tremen- 
dous scheme to give Squire the whole of 
Manhattan Island is just. beginning to be com- 
prehended by the-public. Tne sincerity: of :the 
men behind itis proved by-theirarduous labors 
among the members-of the Legislature. Repub- 
licans, Tammanyites, and County Democrats 


are being bribed to vote for it with 
promises of patronage. As high as ten 
appointments have been promised _ for 
single votes. The compromise, bill is now'in the 
hands of Senator Hendricks, Chairman of the 
Cities Committee, having been forwarded to him 
by some one of the numerous heads of the de- 
partment of Rollin Miserable Squire. In 
addition to the provisions of the Bruns 
bills consolidating various departments and 
powers, it contains an_ extraordinary 
provision relating to the Dock Department. The 
plea with which its passage is urged, the pill, so 
to speak, gilded for public consumption, is that 
it will reduce the expenses of the city $150,000 a 
year. This will not save the scheme from being 
criticised as the result of one of the greatest 
deals of modern Gotham. 

The sections of the bill which are new are as 
follows: 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment in said 
city said shall, at any time, upon application of the 
Commissioner of Public Works of said city, transfer 
the whole or any unexpended part of an appropriation 
in any year for any work ta be performed by reason of 
the transfer of such work, as provided by this 
act, and the appropriations heretofore made by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment of thecity of 
New-York to any officer, officers, or department of or 
in said city for the purpose of executing and com- 
pleting the objects and works mentioned in this 
act sball transterred to the Department 
of Publi¢ Works, and shail be paid by 
the Controller of said city to carry out the objects 
and works aforesaid, upon the requisition and 
vouchers of said Department of Public Works; 
and said Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment shall hereafter annnally make the neces- 
sary appropriations in the manner _ provided 
by law to enable said Department of Public Works 
to carry out the objects and purposes of this act. 
And the Commissioner of Public Works is here- 
by authorized and directed to reduce tne annual 
cost of supervision of the work under the con- 
trol of the Department of Public Works, includin 
the work hereby transferred to the Department o 
Public Works, at least $160,000, ne the basis of such 
reduction shall be the cost of such supervision for ene 
year 1885, as shown by the quarterly reports of the 
Controlier of the City of New-York for the year 1885. 

8x0. 3.—The powers and duties heretofore vested in 
the Commissioters of Docks and the Commissioners 
of Parks shall be hereafter vested in two Commission- 
ers of Decks and two Commissioners of Parks, who 
shall be appointed by the President of the 
Board of Aldermen within 10 days _ after 
the passage ot this act. The Commissioners of Docks 
and Parks first appointed shall hold office until Feb. 1 
1887, and the Commissioners thereafter appointed 
shall the —_—— faith, a shall 
he opps he or hereafter elected. 

he ommissioners of ocks and Parks, as 
by this section pores’. shall have the pow- 
ers to consolidate the bureaus in their respective 
departments, and forthat purpose they may remove 
and appoint heads of bureausand such clerks as may 
be necessary, but the of supervision 
shall not be increased beyond the esti.

A LATTER-DAY SAMPSON'S FAMILY. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal, April 17. 

Ira Sampson, his wife, and eight chil- 
dren, all bound from Maine to California—this 
was a party that [saw ona Maine Central train 
one morning this week. Mr. Sampson was eat- 
ing a doughnut, two of his children were eating 
oranges, two others had hands full of peanuts, 
the {oldest boy was inhausting tobacco in the 
smoking car, while the baby was crying and Mrs, 


Sampson was administering comfort ito him. It 
was an unusual spectacle. and when the other 
ap ees mage ascertained that this long journey 
ad been undertaken by Mr. and Mrs. Sampson, 
with such a brood, they were a magnet for all 
eyes and all hearts. There were two little girls 
of 10 and 12 years, in new straw pokes decorated 
with red ribbons, just alike. There were two 
more little girlsof about 8 years, twins, with blue 
eyes and sweetly turned-up noses and black straw 
hats trimmed with blue, ail just alike—eyes, 
noses, hats, and ribbons. There must have been 
a mark of some kind to distinguish those twins 
from each other, but I could not see it. Then 
there were two littie boys of 6 or 7 years in 
pretty, new _knickerbocker suits and nobby, 4 
round hats about as big as the buttons worn by 
the Great Panjandrum. At oneend of the line 
was the strong and brown young man of 23, 6 feet 
in height and a Btout esquire for his father and 
mother in the fight before them. At the other 
end was that red bundle in Mrs. Sampson’s arm g 
the baby initsred Mother Hubbard gown and 
red turban, with its red protruding cheeks, red 
lips—and red fire flashing from its troubled 
eyes. Mr. Sampson is a good-natured, hard- 
working, and calloused farmer from Turner, 
He told me he had sold his farm for $2,200—100 
acres of land and a nice set of buildings for 
that price !—and was on his way to Los An- 
eles; he did not know what he might do after 
is arrival, but would look aroundand buy some 
land if he could; he had once visited California 
and liked the climate Metter than that oft Maine; 
it would cost about $500 to get his family an 
household goods out there; five of the children 
went free, on account of their youth. ‘Those 
two little girls are twins,” said Mr. Sampson, in- 
dicating them with his finger, ‘and those two 
little boys comeso near it that I’m agoing to 
call ’em twins, althougn they’rea year apart. 
That woman there, my wife, has had eleven 
children,» One of them is dead and we've left 
two behind. Doesn't lookit,doesshe? Yes, she 
rather hated to leave the old place, but was will- 
ing to do what's best. The neighbors didn’t do 
just the right thing. They took on too much.” 
rs. Sampson had provided about thrge bushels 
of provisions, packed in baskets and boxes. 
Everybody in_ the car marveled at her fresh, 
young face. She did not look more than 40.

A DOOMED CANAL SCHEME 
THE CHANOES:OF THE HENNEPIN 
BILL: BADLY DAMAGED. 
REFUSAL OF THE HOUSE TO MAKE‘IT A 

SPECIAL ORDER-—-AN ORDER OF BUSI- 
NESS ARRANGED BY THE SENATORS. 

WasHINGTON, April 19.—The Forty-niath 
Congress ‘isnot altogether without sense, al- 
though itirequires: greabprovocation to:makeit 
spirited inthe cause:of economy. It maimed 
the Hennepin Canal scheme to-day, so that it 
can do nothing more than limp along for the 
rest of the session. With the fall of that scheme 
may be set down the failure of the 
Eads Ship Railway, the Maryland Ship Canal, 
and probably the Weber bill for the improve- 
ment of the Erie Canal. It would be venturing 
too strong a prediction to say that the failure 
of the Hennepin Canal bill means also the fail- 
ure of the River an@ Harbor Appropriation bill, 
But all of the canal bills and the improve- 
ments provided for in the River and Har- 
bor bill Wang together, Not a dozen Republicans 
voted against the motion to suspend the rules 
and fixa day to consider the bill. The great 
body of Republicans voted, as they are resolved 
to vote, to help the Democrats increase expend- 
itures. The motion needed a two-thirds vote to 
succeed. It got 112 against 103, which was a long 
way from enough. Only 18 of the New-York 
members appear to have been within sound of 
the Clerk’s voica when the roll was called. Of 
these, 10 voted for and 8 against the scheme. 

f the affirmative votes, two were cast by 
“Tim” Campbell and Dowdney, Democrats. 
The 8 opposing New-York votes were cast by 
Messrs. Belmont, Hewitt, Merriman, Viele, 
Beach, Ketcham, Spriggs, and Pindar, Mr. 
Ketcham being the only Republican who 
voted no. Every member of the River und 
Harbor Committee excepting Mr. Gibson, of 
West Virginia, and Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, 
voted in the affirmative. Mr: Gibson voted no, 
and Mr. Blanchard .was not recorded. The 
strongest speech against the bill was made by 
Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, who attacked it as mis- 
chievous, hecause its passage would lead to 
the adoption of bilis appropriating $100,000,000. 
It was to no purpose that Mr. Murphy, of 
Iowa, worked for the measure, All the leaders 
on the Democratic side were against it. Now 
that it is beaten the Iowa men are up in arms 
against the River and Harbor bill. hey have 
not received much encouragement in that bill, 
andadesire to fight it has only been restrained 
by the hope that their known dissatisfaction 
would be. removed by the passage of the Henne- 
pin bill. :

Ever since the Senate finished the debate upon 
the Edmunds resolutions the Senators have been 
engaged in a sort of general scramble to get 
hearings for:'this and-that measure, to the neg- 
lect of the- regular calendar and with results 
quite unsatisfactory to many of them. To- 
day the Democratic Senators ratified a 
proposition made by the Republicans to 
settle a general order of business, The 
agreement provides for long executive sessions 
on Monday’afternoons, in addition to the usual 
short ayn dally, and this is expected to re- 
sult inarapid clearing up of the nominations 
calendar, so far at least as uncontested cases are 
concerned. It was also decided to take up 
the calendar of legusiative business during the 
morning hour each day, to pass bills favorably 
reported from committees. After the mornin 
hour appropriation bills,if any are ready, wil 
have the right of way, and general pengton bills 
and the Inter-State Commerce bill will follow. 
Mr. Platt will look afterthe interests of his open 
session resolution, and will be largely governed 
by circumstances in deciding when to ee it to 
a vote. Some of the friends of publicity, be- 
lieving that open doors can be ordered before 
the 6nd of the present session, are urging that 
all proposals for a compromise be rejected, and 
that action on the resolution be delayed a little 
longer. The compromise of giving publicity to 
the journal of executive sessions is offered by 
the advocates of secrecy, they say, On the prin- 
ciple that half a joaf is better than no bread. 
Mr. Platt’s rg 6 ao say that this is truein 
their case, too, but they think there is no neces- 
sity for accepting half a loaf when the wholeis 
to be had by the exercise of a little patience. 
There is a chance, therefore, that the Senate will 
not be ed to vote on the open session ques- 
tion this week. To some outsiders the sudden 
determination of the Senators to attend strictly 
to business is taken as asign that the opponents 
of open sessions on both sides of the Chamber 
have resolved to occupy time so that there will 
be no chance for push ng an open session debate. 


* 

A brake was put upon the Public Buildings 
Committee to-day. Forgetting, probably, the 
melancholy result of the attempt of Mr 
Stockslager in the last Congress to force every 
bill to passage that had been reported, 
Mr. Dibble. of South Carolina, Chairman 
of the Public Buildings Committee of 
the House, moved to-day to suspend the 
rules and pass a resolution azine a day 
for taking up bills reported favorably, and to 
make the order a continuing one from day to 
day until. all the bills are disposed of. There 
was a good deal of * pork” on such a motion, 
and the bait drew a hungry crowd. Mr. Blount 
met the rush with a vigorous opposi- 
tion, and appealed to thea House with 
such good effect: that, assisted by 
Mr. Holman and Mr. Randall, he managed to de- 
featthe motion. It got 143 votes, but the op- 
ponents numbered "8. As the affirmative vote 
was not two-thirds, the head of the pork 
barrel must be attacked again or the members 
will be compelled to be satisfied with such small 
chunks as they can run away with on the merits 
of separately considered measures. 


* 

The President and Col. Lamont were out for a 
walk yesterday afternoon. They strolled along 
Connecticut-avenue with the crowd that was 
enjoying the summery air, and when they 
reached Highteenth-street they turned off to 
stop at Secretary Manning’s house. The Presi- 
dent has called frequently since Mr. Manning 
was taken ill, and has inguired very minute- 
ly about his progress. Yesterday for the 
first time since his prostration the Presi- 
dent saw his Secretary and was allowed 
to converse with him. Mr. Manning is — 
much better; he has almost entirely recovere 
the use of his leg, and his arm is so much better 
that he can raise it to his head. The President 
is disposed to be confident now that Mr. Manning 
may afterall be able, when he has had a few 
months of rest. to take his place as head of the 
Treasury Department, which he has put in such 
ag running order that it will not be necessary 

‘or him to overwork himself again to maincain 
its efficiency. .

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
—— 
DECISIONS RENDERED AND OASES ARGUED 
AT YESTERDAY’S SITTING, 
WASHINGTON, April, 19.—The .Supreme-Court 


ofthe United..States.to-day’ rendered the : following 
decisions; 

No. 188—Jobnston vs. The District of Columbia.~ 
An action brought by a citizenand taxpayer in Wash- 
ington to recover damages caused to his.house and 
land by-an-overfiow of foul-water from the sewer. The 

(court-decided thatithe-exerciseof the-duty-of select- 

ing and-adopting a general system.of drainage by mu- 
nicipal authorities, being-of.a quasi-judicial nature, is 
not subject to revision by a court or jury in a private 
action for not sufficiently draining a particular lot of 
land, but the construction and repair of sewers ac- 
cording to the general plan so adopted, being simply 
ministerial duties, the municipality which has con-~ 
structed and ownsthe sewer may be sued by a person 
whose property is injured by negligence in construct- 
ing the sewer or keeping it in repair. 

No. 1,299—The United States, appellant, vs. William 
J. Landram.—Appeal from the Court of Claims.— 
Landram was Collector of Internal Kevenue for the 
Highth Kentucky District and brought this suit to 


recover the 4 percent. commission on the sale o 
tax-paid stamps allowed Collectors under the act o 
July 20, 1868. The Court of Claims gave judgment in 
his favor and the eugreme Court affirms that judg- 
ment. Justice Woods delivered the opinion, holding 
sy Internal Revenye Collectors are entitled to tha 
per cent. on the taxes collected by ralesof tax-~ 
paid stamps in addition to the sslary allowed them, 
raded according to the [me er of their annual cole 
ections, provided that their total compensation shall 
not exceed $4,500 a year. 

No. 220—The South Boston Iron Company vs. The 
United States —A suit brought by the Iron Company to 
recover $75,000 damages and $148,000 profits on the 
claim that the Navy Department had entered into 
contract with them to build new boilers for severa 
United States vessels and had afterward suspended 
all work by them underthe contract. The Suprema 
Court affirms the judgment ofthe Court of Claims in 
favor of the United States. ‘I'he Chief Justice, deliver« 
ing the opinion, held. as had previously been decided, 
that to bind the United States contracts by the Navy 
Department must be in writing and signed by the cone 
tracting parties. That, in the opinion of the court, wad 
the effect of the act of June 2, 1862, No such contract 
had been shown in this case. 

No. 202—John Dobson et al., appellants, ys. John 
Dornan et al., &c.—Appeal from the Circuit Court for 
the Kastern District of Pennsylvania.—Final decre¢ 
reversed, with costs, and cause remanded, with 
direction to disallow the award of damages, and td 
award 6 cents damages, and to aliow the defendants 
a@ recovery for their costs after tnterlocutory decree 
and to the plaintiffs a recovery for their costs to and 
including interlocutory decree. Opinion by Justice 
Blatchford. 

No. 157—The United States Rifle and Cartridge 
Company et al,, appellants, vs. The Whitney Arms 
Company et al.—Appeal from the Circuit Court for 

istrict of Connecticut.—Decree affirmed, with 
Opinion by Justice Gray.

The promoters of the Hennepin Canal 
scheme fell far short yesterday of getting 
a two-thirds vote to suspend the rules 
and fix a day for the consideration of 
their bill. Most of the Republicans voted 
for the motion, but apparently with no 
better motive than a desire to help the 
Democratic House along in a course of 
extravagant expenditures, hoping to have 
the majority held responsible, even 
though more Republican than Demo- 
cratic votes are given to every job. 
The failure to have a day fixed to consider 
the Hennepin Canal bill is believed to be 
the deathblow for this session, not only of 
that particular scheme, but of the Eads 
ship railway project, the Maryland ship 
canal, and probably the appropriation for 
the Erie Canal. It also knocks some of 
the strongest props from under that con- 
glomeration of jobs known as the River 
and Harbor bill, as all these things are in- 
volved in one log-rolling combination. 
There will be less harm done if the whole 
River and Harbor bill fails than if these 
costly and questionable schemes for de- 
pleting the public Treasury were to suc- 
ceed. 











The favorable report of a committee of 
the French Chamber of Deputies upon 
the Panama Canal Company’s application 
for permission to issue lottery bonds to 
amount of $120,000,000 indicates that the 
French Government has decided to sup- 
port M. pe Lesseps. in this matter. 
If M. Rousseau has submitted a re- 
port upon which such action can reason- 
ably be based it should be given to the 
public. It is worthy of notice that the 
movement for this huge lottery loan 
promises to be successful just at the 
time when the Government is about to 
ask the French people for a loan 
of $800,000,000. It is said, moreover, 
that the Crédit Foncier may at any 
moment undertake to place lottery bonds 
for $150,000,000 or $200,000,000. The sav- 
ings of Frenchmen will soon be in great 
demand. If the canal company should 
gain its point now, with a great national 
loan impending, its success would indi- 
cate a willingness on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to support the enterprise at any 
cost. This indication should not be ig- 
nored in America. 








A QUESTION OF POWER. 


‘“‘We want to show our power” is a re- 
mark credited to one of the men connect- 
ed with the strike on the street railroads 
of this city. It is, then, a question of the 
power of the drivers and conductors not 
simply to dictate the terms on which 
they will work, but to say whether 
the street railroads of this. city 
shall be operated or not on any 
other terms than they choose to lay 
down. It is not merely a test of the 
power of these men to cope with the com- 
panies which haveemployed them, but of 
their power to put the whole community 
under coercion to sustain them in an 
effort to prevent other men from working. 
It is the Empire Protective Association 
against the railroad companies, against 
the non-union workingmen, against the 
traveling public, and against the consti- 
tuted authorities. There ought to be no 
doubt of the result of such a contest. 
There never was amore outrageous at- 
tempt to exercise irresponsible power 
over the common rights of mankind and 
in defiance of all law, and these. strikers 
are deserving of no sympathy or sup- 
port in any respectable quarter. The 
original strike on the Third-avenue line 
was utterly unjustifiable. No matter 
what pretense of grievances there may 
be it is evident that its purpose 
was to compel the discharge of non- 
union men, who had the same right 
to work that the members of the associa- 
tion had and whom the company had an 
absolute right toemploy. When there was 
a prospect of failure to coerce that com- 
pany into submitting to an outrageous de- 
mand the order was given to “ tie up” on 
every line in the city over whose em- 
ployés the association had control. The 
men in a spirit of abject submis- 
sion to irresponsible power obeyed 
the order, though they admitted 
that they had no _ complaint to 
make of their own treatment, They 
surrendered their rights as workingmen, 
violated their agreement with their em- 
ployers, subjected the companies which 
paid their wages to great loss and the 
public to vast inconvenience and annoy- 
ance, to demonstrate their own craven 
submission to a tyranny a thousand times 
worse than any corporation ever attempt- 
ed to exercise. This was to show the. 
power of the association to which they 
had given up their independence. They 
are deserving of no further consideration 
from the railroad companies or the people. 
This question of power might as well be 
settled here and now, and the people of 
this city should make up their minds to 
submit to inconvenience as long as it may 
be necessary to show that they are not 
ready to yield up one of their most impor- 
tant public interests to the capricious and 
tyrannical control of the Executive Com- 
mittee and the walking delegates of the 
Empire Protective Association. The com- 
panies should not refuse to take back men 
who have engaged in this strike, provided 
they have taken no part in the violence 
by which its conduct has been disgraced. 
Many of the men struck unwillingly, and, 
pusillanimous as their behavior has been, 
they should be taken back if they offer to. 
come back, but the companies should em- 
ploy any capable men they can get for 
their work and guarantee them perma- 
nent employment. In this they should be 
protected by all ‘the power of the con- 
stituted authorities. They are entitled to 
protection for their property and pro- 
tection in their efforts to carry on the 
business for which public charters have 





fo. be honed  that_ the _Commission-. 


ers for this city will include in their 


they employ are entitled to protection in 
their right to work and to go and come 
‘unmolested. Every violator of the law 
and every assailant of person or property 
should be sternly dealt with. 

The attack made upon the cars of the 
Third-avenue line at Fifty-ninth-street 
yesterday shows the methods by which 
these strikers propose to exhibit their 
power, and it is a method that can- 
not be tolerated in a community governed 
by laws. There is no question as to the 
duty of the police authorities and of the 
Sheriff of the county, and if necessary 
the power of the State should be invoked 
and the militia called out to protect every 
street railroad company in the city in its 
effort to run cars for the accommodation 
of the public. The sympathy and sup- 
port of the public should be on the side 
of law and order and of the rights of em- 
ployers and employed. It is ridiculous 
to talk of arbitration in such a situa- 
tion as these strikers have recklessly 
brought about. The right of a non-union 
man to work and of any corporation or 
individual to-employ him cannot be the 
subject of arbitration. As well propose to 
arbitrate on the right of a citizen to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. If 
these men have any grievances they have 
gone the wrong way about it to secure 
their redress and there should be no parley 
with them until they go back towork. Let 
the question of power be decided once for 
all and let us know whether a handful of 
hot-headed leaders of a combination of 
car drivers and conductors are to control 
corporate franchises in this city, put the 
public wantonly to loss and inconven- 
ience, and defy law and authority. Let 
the unemployed be set at work and let 
the men who have so foolishly given up 
their work take their places as the unem- 
ployed unless they go back to their duties. 








LAWS NOT ENFORCED. 

It is reported that the President has 
been carefully studying the evidence 
which shows how the national land laws 
are used by thieves to the exclusion or in- 
jury of actual settlers, and that he in- 
tends to send to Congress a message ur- 
ging that something shall be done to save 
the public lands for those in behalf of 
whom the settlement laws were enact- 
ed. If the President has examined one- 
tenth of the evidence sent to Congress 
by land officers of both parties, which 
exhibits every conceivable variety of 
fraud successfully committed under the 
Pre-emption, Homestead, Timber Cult- 
ure, and Desert Land acts, he must be 
convinced that something ought to be 
done without delay, but it seems to us 
that the people should look to him and 
his subordinates and not to Congress for 
the action that is so imperatively de- 
manded, 

The bold and shameless rascals who 
have stolen and are stealing public land 
are violators of law. They should be pun- 
ished and the stolen goods should be re- 
covered. This is work for the executive 
and judicial branches of the Government: 
—for land officers, District Attorneys, 
Grand Juries, and Federal courts. It has 
not been done. Because the Nation’s.execu- 
tive officers.and the courts have failed to 
do their duty, Congress proposes to repeal 
the laws that. have been violated, and bills 
of repeal have.been favorably reported in 
both houses. It is the Executive that has 
allowed the laws to be trampled upon 
with impunity, and perhaps the Presi- 
dent now sees.that the cause of justice is 
not advanced by disgracing an energetic 
Land Commissioner, thwarting his efforts, 
and reversing in offensively worded com- 
munications the orders by which he has 
tried to serve honest men and defeat 
scoundrels. 

Facts were made public a. few days ago 
that showed how the Timber Land act of } 
June 8, 1878, has been used by thieves, for 
the:benefit of foreign: corporations. The. 
people are familiar with the ways in 
which land is stolen under the Pre-emp- 
tion, Homestead, and Timber Culture acts. 
This is another act which provides for 
the disposal of timber land uninhabited 
and unfit for cultivation, 160 acres to each 
applicant, who must pay $2 50 an acre 
and: swear that he buys it for his own éx- 
clusive use and not for speculation. By 
means of unconcealed perjury and other 
crimes foreign and domestic corporations 
have under this law taken possession of 
nearly all of the redwood forests of Cali- 
fornia. 

On the-8d inst.:in San Francisco, Davip 
Evans, JOSEPH Ross, and CHarRLes H. 
KInG, (these three worth §5,000,000,) and 
five other rich men were indicted for hav- 
ing stolen 96,000 acres of the most valu- 


.able redwood timber-on the Pacific coast. 
‘These men induced 600 unscrupulous 


American citizens to: take 160 acres each, 
and paid each one $50 for his perjury. 
The entries were at once conveyed to 
Evans, who with his associates sold the 
land to a syndicate in Scotland for $20 
an acre, or nearly $2,000,000, Ex-Sur- 
veyor-General GARDNER of California 
says that the timber on this land is worth 
from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000, The in- 
dicted men are held for subornation of 
perjury. 

The dispatches published on the 4th 
inst. may have led readers to suppose that 
these frauds had been recently discovered. 
On the contrary, they are an old story. 
Two years ago, on Feb. 20, Evans and two 
of his associates were indicted for sub- 
ornation of perjury upon evidence relat- 
ing to these same frauds. Were they 
tried? Were they punished? Apparently 
not. Four years ago the Land Commis- 
sioner reported these and other similar 
frauds to Congress. He suspended all 
entries under the Timber Land act, 
(as SPaRKs afterward suspended en- 
tries under the Pre-emption and 
Timber Culture acts,) and tried to 
make an investigation. But it doesnot 
appear that he had the support of his su- 
perior officers. A few weeks later the 
facts were laid before Secretary TELLER 
in a letter written by ex-Surveyor-Gen- 
eral GARDNER, who asserted that the land 
robbers had been assisted by the local 
land officers of the Government, and sub- 
mitted the affidavit of one MCLAUGHLAN, 
who swore that he furnished to one of 
the indicted speculators more than 100 
men, at $5 each, who procured timber 
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namée Were appended. He urged Secre- 


tary TaLLeR to reclaim the land and pro- 
céed against those who had stolen it. 

Why have these mén escaped until to- 
day? Patents have been issued to them, 
it is said, since the time when GaRDNER’S 
appeal was made, and now the Govern- 
ment proposes to ask the courts to annul 
them. Probably the land and its timber 
are irrevocably lost, and probably the 
indicted men are in no greater danger 
now than they were two years ago. 

—_—_— 
EXTENDING THE BOYCOTT. 


Like all inventions, the boycott in the 
form in which it was first presented was 
crude and unscientific. It consisted in 
the organization of a man’s enemies into 
an association to deprive him of the nec- 
essaries of life and to put him-out-of all 
relations with humanity at large until he 
agreed to do what the boycotters desired. 
In the original case from which the proc- 
ess derived its name the thing demanded 
of him was to abstain from legal efforts 
to collect rents which the boycotters had 
agreed to pay. In more ‘recent cases it is 
to discharge bakers who do not wish to 
be discharged, or to re-employ on their 
own terms workmen who have thrown 
up their employment, or to discharge men 
upon the ground that they have expressed 
an intention to stand by the persons who 
are required to discharge them. 

This, however, is only a beginning. Mr. 
Hoxin, the Vice-President of the Missouri 
Pacific, has been boycotted to the extent 
of serving notice upon his butcher not to 
let him have any more meat, and the 
butcher, declining to help starve one of 
his customers, has been himself made the 
object of a boycott. In this city a Police 
Justice has enforced the law against cer- 
tain persons engaged in boycotting a bak- 
ery, and has sent to the Grand Jury the 
cases of other persons engaged as “ pick- 
ets” to prevent anybody from taking the 
employment they had refused. The boy- 
cotters have not as yet gone quite the 
length of boycotting the police magistrate. 
They have, however, passed a resolution 
‘**censuring” him for enforcing what they 
admit to be the law by ‘‘demanding” the 
repeal of that section of the Penal Code 
which puts a boycott in the list of crimi- 
nal conspiracies. 

If Justice Durry continues to enforce 
the law a boycott will undoubtedly be de- 
clared against him. If the law which 
makes it criminal to obstruct a man’s 
business or destroy his property is not re- 
pealed the legislators who refuse to repeal 
it will be boycotted likewise. There is a 
considerable number of citizens to whom 
the Penal Code is obnoxious by reason 
of one or another of its provis- 
ions. All that the boycotters at pres- 
ent demand is the repeal of that 
section which prevents them from de- 
priving everybody whose conduct does 
not meet their views of the opportunity 
of working for his living. But besides pre- 
scribing penalties for the exercise of this 
right the Penal Code prescribes penalties 
for other acts, some of which a large 
number of persons desire tocommit. The 
Ex-Aldermen’s Protective Association, for 
example, is:warmly in favor of the re- 
peal of the section which deals with 
bribery. As for the thieves and mur- 
derers, the provisions that deal with 
their occupations are highly offensive to 
them. If conspiracy and riot are to be 
authorized there is no reason why an in- 
vidious distinction should be kept up 
against-other forms of crime, and by as- 
sociating: with themselves all the friends 
of crime and declaring a boycott of the 
whole Penal Code the persons interested 
in abolishing penalties for conspiracy will 
greatly increase their numerical strength 
and the consequent pressure that they 
will be able to bring to bear upon the 
Legislature. 

These ulterior projects-offer an alluring 
prospect to the organizers of boycotts. 
But they have work enough already on 
hand. The drunk and disorderly and the 
wife-beating classes will gladly join in 
the threatened boycott of Judge DuFFy. 
If the Grand Jury finds indictments 
against the “pickets” the boycott of 
the Grand Jury will follow, and 
then in turn the boycotts of the 
counsel for the prosecution, of 
the trial. Judge, unless he decides every 
point in favor of the prisoness, of the 
petit jury, if it convicts, of the General 
Term and the Court of Appeals, if they 
successively refuse a new trial, and of the 
Governor, if he fails promptly to pardon 
the convicts. When these steps are 
taken the whole system of jurisprudence 
will be put under the ban of the Knights 
of Labor. The other institutions of civ- 
ilization will follow until the relapse is 
complete to that primeval savagery in 
which a-person,,able and willing to break 
the heads of his neighbors, is at liberty to 
do so and to possess himself of their 
property. This condition is the Utopia of 
the boycotter, and his efforts tend directly. 
to ‘the realization of this beautiful ideal, 

SET TT TET 
THE WAR CRISIS IN GREECE, 


The events of the last six months have 
brought Greece into.a position from which 
she finds it difficult to extricate herself. 
The Roumelian revolution, the Bulgaro-. 
Servian war, and the downfall of the 
Salisbury and the accession of the Glad- 
stone Administration have successively 
passed without helping her at allin her 
purpose to push her boundary line 
northward. Her vessels have had to 
disperse among the islands of the 
Jigean for fear of being blockaded. 
Her army has beep increased until its 
maintenance threatens to make her bank- 
rupt, The enrollment of laborers for mil- 
itary service has produced much distress. 
Meanwhile we hear stories of many war 
expenses undertaken by Greece—White- 
head torpedoes manufactured for her at 
Fiume, war ships and Nordenfeldts 
bought in England, horses at Trieste, 
uniforms at Brussels, rifles at Paris for 
distribution to partisans in Crete and 
Macedonia. 

That some end must. be put to these 
costly demonstrations is evident. The 
united demands of the powers that Greece 
should disarm havevhitherto been rejected. 
The anniversary of Greek independence 
on the'’6th of April seemed likely to see a 





ormal declaration of hostilities, egnecial-. 


visited the frontier and told the troops 
at Arta that they wotild soon vindicate 
the honor of their country on the field of 
battle, That occasion passed quietly, but 
now a conjunction of influences has 
brought matters to a crisis, The Euro- 
pean powers have renewed their demands 
for demobilization. Turkey, elated by the 
outcome of the Roumelian affair, which 
leaves Prince ALEXANDER only a Governor 
at Philippopolis under a five years’ ap- 
pointment of the Porte, seems to have 
pushed forward her outposts. There is 
probably some mistake in the recent.story 
of aggression at Larissa, but it is certain 
that Turkey derives confidence from see- 
ing a threatened dismemberment end in. 
her support by all the great powers, Again, 
the-Greeks are ashamed to make another 
fiasco. They have an exaggerated idea 
of the efficiency of their navy and es- 
pecially of its torpedo service, and think 
that even a defeat or two on land would 
bring them sympathy from Europe and 
give a ground for a truce, followed by 
a treaty under European direction, in 
which some concession would be made to 
satisfy their pride, We accordingly see 
troops pushing to the front, while the 
Greek Consul at Candia is accused of plot- 
ting a rebellion in Crete, a task which 
might be more hopeful had not the Eu- 
ropean fleets provokingly made their ren- 
dezvous at Suda Bay. 

Resolute action by all the powers: would 
put an end to this Greek demonstration. 
They would blockade the Pirzeus, and if 
necessary take possession of Athens 
Greece would then gravely submit to 
force majeure, and give guarantees to 
keep the peace. But the powers natural- 
ly shrink from bullying by combined 
strength a kingdom too puny to cope 
with the weakest of them. The mortify- 
ing position in which Greece finds herself 
would be changed, but perhaps the ele- 
ments of ridicule and chagrin might be 
transferred to themselves. Besides, there 
is a certain sympathy for Greece, arising 
from the belief that she was not treated 
by Turkey in the matter of the frontier 
as the treaty of Berlin contemplated. 

The question of peace or war must 
largely depend on Russia, and the depart- 
ure of the Russian Minister at Athens to 
confer with the Czar is accordingly 
significant. Russia’s attitude to Turkey 
of late has been conspicuously friendly, 
and she is said to have waived the pay- 
ment of a portion of the Turkish war 
indemnity due this year. Yet there is an 
uneasy feeling that Greece would not 
venture on her present course without en- 
couragement from Russia, and an elabor- 
ate masking of real purposes is an old 
trait of Muscovite diplomacy. At all 
events, perhaps Russia is the power most 
able to find an acceptable escape for 
Greece out of her dilemma. 








ELEVATED RAILROADS IN ‘BROOK- 
LYN. 

According to the report which the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railroad has just filed 
at Albany the gross earnings of the road 
for the quarter ending March 13 have been 
$124,454, and the operating expenses, ex- 
clusive of taxes, have been $95,936. The 
gross income has been $28,552. Against 
this are set interest and taxes amounting 
to $58,284, leaving a deficiency of $29,'782. 

But this does not by any means-repre- 
sent all the loss. No allowance is made 
for wear and tear on the structure and 
equipment, which the company values in 
its balance sheet at $9,766,850, This is 
thought to be a very high valuation; but 
even if it is reduced to $5,000,000 that 
would show a loss of $250,000 per-annum 
over and above the current deficit, for the 
company asserts that its structure will 
last only twenty years, and the equipment 
certainly will not outlive it, 

Economy on the Brooklyn Elevated 
Railroad is most-rigid. Many of its men 
get only $6 a week, andthe officers, it is 
said, do not get a dollar for their work. 
They are living on hope, 

The thing, then, for Brooklynites to 
consider isnot how they can resist the 
assaults of heartless corporations which 
desire to build elevated railroads on their 
thoroughfares, but how they can inveigle 
artless corporations to do that very thing. 

Brooklyn wants elevated railroads, 
Every one.concedes that except the horse 
car men. Brooklynites will not put up 
the capital themselves. Everybody who 
has-watched the Brooklyn Elevated Rail- 
way schemes knows that. The Brooklyn 
Elevated Railway gets its-capital in New- 
York, the Kings-County Elevated’s capi- 
tal comes from Boston and New-York, 
and E. B. LitcHFiELD, who proposes to 
build an elevated railway in South Brook- 
lyn, is to get his capital.in Philadelphia. 

Therefore, though elevated railway 
builders may be ‘‘ greedy monopolists” in. 
New-York, they are evidently philan-. 
thropists‘in Brooklyn. Yet Brooklyn has 
for the past five years allowed a small 
number of wealthy: people who live near 
the water front and do not need rapid 
transit to defeat all the efforts made to 
build elevated railways on the principal 
thoroughfares, 


Gen. B. F. Tracy made a speech last 


night to the Brooklyn Republican 
League which is mainly of interest 
as showing the orator’s opinion of his 
audience. He asserted ‘‘ that protection 
would solve the present labor troubles as 
the prospect of the adoption of a free trade 
measure had originated them.” Protection 
in increasing doses has been the remedy 
applied by Congress for the last twenty- 
five years. There has at no time been any 
‘prospect of the adoption of a free trade 
measure.” Nobody has even introduced 
‘a free trade measure” into Congress, 
But if there were a prospect of the 
adoption of a free trade measure, how 
would protection prevent the brakemen 
of Western railroads and the drivers and 
conductors of street railroads in New- 
York from being dissatisfied with the 
discharge of men who belonged to 
trades unions or the refusal to dis-. 
| charge men who did not? The 
strikers in both cases are mostly of 
foreign birth and were admitted free of 
duty. It would be an insult to Gen. 
Tracy to assume that he believes what 


he did not beliéve it is not very creditable 
to him, but one of the assumptions must 
be madé, ania he would probably prefer 
the latter. . 


The suicide of the wife murderer CaR- 
PENTER yesterday was a fitting winding 
up of his wretched career. It is nearly 
eighteen months since the day on which he 
was sentenced to be hanged for the most 
savage and cruel murder of his wife. He 
had, previous to the commission of this 
crime, stabbed a woman whom he mis- 
took for his wife, and had been sent to 
State prison, whence he had been 
released only to follow up his pre- 
vious bloody purpose. He has fre- 
quently declared that he would not be 
taken from the Tombs alive, and has 
made so many efforts to kill himself that 
he had to be very closely watched. Had 
he been hanged at the time fixed when he 
was first sentenced, the State would have 
been saved much expense, he would not 
have cheated the gallows, and his death 
would have had some effect upon the 
class of brutes to which he belonged. As 
it is, his former associates will recount 
and emulate his example as that of an 


eminent ‘‘ tough.”

The members of the Seventh Regiment

THE LONG UNBURIED WIRES. 


THE ELECTRICAL SUBWAY COMMISSION 
CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 
AtBANy, April 19.—The Commissioners 
of Electrical Subways, who have been doing 
everything except making some practical prog- 
ress in burying the telegraph, electric light, and 
telephone wires of New-York, will be required 
by a resolution of the Senate to do some actual 
work within the next 10 days. This news will 
doubtless deeply affect Commissioners Jacob 
Hess, Charles E. Loew, and Theodore Moss. 


The resolution was offered by Senator Daly to- 
night and was unanimously adopted. It was as 
follows: 

Resolved, That the Commissioners of Electrical Sub- 
ways appointed for the cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn pursuant to the provisions of chapter 49¥ of the 
Laws of 1885, be and they hereby are directed and re- 
ulred to report to the Senate within 10 days after 
the adoption of this resolution what progress the 
have made in carrying into effect the provisions of sai 
act for the adoption of a general system of operating 
electrical wires under ground In said cities. 


The original Underground act which was ing. 
troduced by Senator ng passed the Legis- 
lature and becamea law June 18, 1884. It pro< 
vided that the wires in New-York should ail be 
buried by Nov. 1, 1885. The Legislature of 1885, 
through the efforts of Senator Gibbs and As- 
semblyman Barnum, passed an act providing for 
the appointment of three Commissioners to 
carry out the purposes of the previousiaw. It 
also provided that the terms of the Com« 
missioners shoulda expire Nov. 1, 1587, “on 
sooner, upon the performance of their func. 
tions." By implication the wires are alsa 
reguired to be under ground on the samé 
date. Senator Daly says that he wrote with 
his own hand the date Jan. 1, 1887, instead of 
Nov. 1, 1887. in the bill as it was agreed upon a 
yearago. He was astonished upon learning that 
the change had been made and the bill passed in 
that shape. This was an instance of the juggling 
methods used by corrupt wnembers of the last 
Legislature to carry their points. The Senator 
says that his resolution is offered in no spirit of 
hostility to the commission. Its members have 
been holding offices whose salaries are $5,000 each, 
and be wants to know what they have really 
done toward burying the wires. 

If the public ne be true, they have really 
done nothing, and that being the case the pro-« 
peaty of continuing them in office becomes a 

urning question. Mr. Hess may be expected to 
take the first train for Albany. Gen. Barnum, 
his faithful friend, is already on the ground. 

The investigation of the charges made in THH 
TIMES'S correspondence as to the methods by 
which an important bill was passed through the 
Senate last week has been postponed until Tues- 
day of next week. Senator Raines, who asked 
for the investigation, and Journal Clerk William’ 
H. Barker, who has been subpoenaed as a wite 
ness, were desirous of attending the annual 
Grand Army encampment in New-York, and by 
consent of both sides in the case the session of, 
the investigating committee ordered for to- 
morrow was postponed for one weck. The ex- 
pectation is that the matter will then be taken 
up and disposed of. Subpoenas were to-night 
served upon a large number of the Senators. 

Among the bills introduced in the Senate to- 
night was one by Mr. Murpby, providing for an 
extra clerk, stenographer, and interpreter for 
the Court of General Sessions in New-York. 

Senator Low’s resolution demanding an in« 
vestigation of the Dairy Commissioner was con-; 
sidered by the Senate to-night. At the sugges-' 
tions of Senators Fassett, Sloan, and Coggeshall, | 
the resolution was referred to the Committee on’ 
Agriculture, with instructions to report a modi-! 
fied resolution to-morrow morning. Low’s reso-/ 
lutions were considered too sweeping and the 
scope of the investigating committee too wide.

HIS VARYING STORIES APPALL 
MR, MARTINE. | 
HUBERT ©. THOMPSON’S FADING POWER 
AND PRESTIGE—WHY DE LACY FLED— 
MR. SHARP’S PRIVATE INVESTIGATION. 

The District Attorney’s office was not 
bothered at all yesterday by Aldermanic 
“boodie men,” and Mr. Martine and his assist- 
auts were absent most of the time in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer.

Many persons have wondered why the name

Coonan and Aldermen De Lacy and Jaebne has 
been freely discussed. Mr. Thompson still de- 
sires to be recognized as the leader of the Coun- 
ty Democracy torces notwithstanding the ** bad 
black eye” which that organization has received 
pwing to the exposure of the boodle men in its 
ranks.

HE LIVED UPTO HIS NAME.

FOWLER & SON MOURN THE LOSS OF MR, 
SMART AND $35,000. 

The Produce Exchange had a mystery 
yesterday. Everybody talked about it; but no- 
body would acknowledge the possession of any 
information that was authentic. As the story 
rap, a conspicuous member of the Exchange had 
embezzled $35,000 and absconded. It was not till 
late in the day, however, that the story was told 


authoritatively, Then the man who suffers 
from the lost $35,000 confirmed the day's vague 
hints and insinuations. 

A good-looking man, with luxurfant blonde 
side whiskers and the name of D. R. Smart, came 
to New-York from Kansas City last October, 
and bought.a'membership in the Produce Ex- 
cbhange.. He was to be the New-York representa- 
tive of George Fowler & Son, the third biegest 
porkp-acking firm in the country. He hada 
genial airand was a judge of good drinkables, 
and he was not long in becoming exceedingly 
popular. He was not overburdened with work, 
his chief duties being to make contracts for 
ocean shipment of goods forwarded East from 
Kansas City. About Christmas he dipped into 
the wheat market, was right in his speculative 
opinions, and made money in good big piles. 
Within 30 days he was said to have made $100,000 
clear. He was never known afterward to suffer 
a serious set-back. 

Last Friday he was at his office, Room No. 28 
inthe Kembie Building, Stone and Whitehall 
streets; his usual good humor abounded. No- 
body could have suspected from his manner 
that he had any reason for anxiety. But he 
has not been at that office since. But a member 
of the firm has hurried on all the way from 
Kansas City to investigate Mr. Smart. 

George Fowler, the bead of the firm, has his 
permanent home in Liverpool. George J. Fow- 
ler, bis son, is in charge at Kansas City. It was 
the son who arrived in New-York yesterday. On 
‘Thursday something occurred which awakened 
Mr. Fowler's suspicion of his New-York repre- 
sentative’s honesty, and he started East in a hur- 
ry. He was at the office in the Kemble Building 
haere nh He bad so far, be said, been able only 

o make a superficial examination of Smart's 
accounts, but he was inclined to believe that the 
story current charging Smart with the theft of 
$35,000 of the firm’s money was likely to prove 
true. Till within the last fewdays no reason 
had ever been known to the firm to warrant any 
suspicions against Smart. He had been in their 
employ for five or six years,and had always 
been found reliable and strictly honest. He was 
a man capable of doing a great deal of work, and 
doing it well. He had been granted much 
license in the conduct of the firm’s New-York 
affairs, so implicit was their reliance in his judg- 
ment and integrity. 

Mr. Fowler intimated tbat there was good 
reason to believe that Smart sailed for Europe 
on Saturday, having bought bonds and English 
money in Wall-street preparatory toa runaway 
trip. Forgery is hinted at. 

Smart is a New-Englander, 40 years old. He 
married a young lady who belongs to a well 
known Boston family. His friends on the Prod- 
uce Exchange yesterday insisted that a tem- 
porary absence from the Exchange floor was no 
good ground for suspicions against him, and 
they averred that this absence was the only evi- 
dence against him. Hedoes not owe acenton 
the Exchange on account of any speculations, 
go an Officer of the Exchange said yesterday. 





THE FURNITURE INTERESTS. 


STRAINED RELATIONS BETWEEN EMPLOYERS 
AND MEN AT GRAND RAPIDS, 

Detroit, Mich., April 19.—There is great 
uneasiness at Grand Rapids, the centre of one of 
the largest furniture manufacturing interests of 
the country, over the adjustment of prices and 
hours of labor between the companies and their 
workmen which, it is expected, will take definite 
form by May 1. The men want eight hours fora 
day’s work and an increase of 10 per cent. in 
wages, the men who are now receiving but $1 25 


‘aed day or less to receive the same for eight 
ours as they have been receiving forten. The 
manufacturers say they cannot grant the 
raise witbout suffering an absolute loss; 
that ther men have been on¥# the 
road for three months with their prices for this 
year, and to attempt to advance tbese prices at 
this time would fail because of the close compe- 
tition with Cincinnati and other furniture man- 
ufacturing points. They claim that margins 
have been very close for several years past, and 
that no money has n made in the business. 
They are willing to reduce the number of work- 
ing hours, but declarejthat it is useless to talk of 
araise atthe same time. After the market can 
be regulated, with sborter hours and increased 
wages adopted in other manufacturing cities, 
they willthen be in shape to advance wages. 
The men claim that business is good, or- 
ders coming in freely, and many of the 
shops running extra hours to fill them; that 
their employers have made rp Bempaond in the 
past off their labor, and, even if their profits are 
not large at present, it is largely their own fault, 
because of the cutting of each other’s throats 
with excessive competition. They insist that 
the market will speedily regulate itself, and 
inashort time the manufacturers will not feel 
the increase. Each interest has strong convic- 
tions that it is right, and the outlook fora 
satisfactory adjustment is anything but promis- 
ing. A strike at this season of the year among 
the several thousands of men engaged in furni- 
ture making would be a most serious blow 
to all branches of business, and great anxiety is 
felt in all other branches of trade as to the prob- 
able outcome. The situation at present is great- 
ly strained. 





NOT GOOD ENOUGH FOR THE PRIZE. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—The appeal of 
William T. Trego, the artist, from the decision 
of the Court of Common Pleas in his suit to 
compel the Jurv of Awards of the Academy of 
the Fine Arts to award him the Temple prize of 
$3,000, was dismissed to-day by the Supreme 
Court and the judgment of the lower tribunal 


was affirmed. Considerable interest was felt in 
art circles as to the outcome of Mr. Trego’s suit, 
asitinvolved thé right of a competitor for an 
art prize to raise an issue with the Jury ot 
Awards respecting the merit of his canvas, and 
to demand the recognition and profit which he 
sought to obtain by entering the contest. Joseph 
E. Temple, the well known art patron, offered 
a three-thousand-dollar prize for the best pict- 
ure of a historical sketch of the American Rev- 
olution, There were four competitors, and 
while the jury accredited to Mr. Trego the honor 
of first place, it held that his work did not reach 
the standard of merit which called for the first 
prize, and conferred upon hima silver medal. 
The artist contended that as he had admittedly 
executed the best picture he was entitled to the 
cash prize,and that the intrinsic merit of his 
particular work did not enter into the question. 
He went into court upon this plea with a suit 
against the Academy of Fine Arts, but the lat- 
ter obtained judgment on a demurrer, and the 
case was then appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which filed the following decision this morning:

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VICIOUS HORSES TAMED 


RAREY ECLIPSED AT COSMOPOLI- 
i TAN HALL, 

THREE DANGEROUS ANIMALS MASTERED BY 
TRAINER GLEASON—A SPLENDID EX- 
HIBITION OF HORSEMANSHIP. 

Cosmopolitan Hall was transformed into 
the liveliest sort of a hippodrome last evening. 
A firmly knit young man, bionde, 5 feet 10 inches 
in height, wearing a black silk jockey’s jacket, 
corduroy trousers, and a pair of high riding 
boots was the principal actor. His name was 
Oscar R. Gleason. His pupils were three 
vicious stallions, and withthem he had succes- 
sively three sort of Graeco-Roman wrestling 
matches, Intensely exciting the contests were, 
but Gleason’s indomitable will power and virile 
strength finally conquered brute force in every 
instance. Rarey’s brute force in breaking horses, 
Offut’s somewat similar methods, Hamilton and 
Rockwell’s more humane methods, and Wagner’s 
crude attempts at what Gleason achieves were 
all eclipsed in the work of this young man, who 
styles himself a horse educator. 

The entire floor of the hall was fenced in like 
a circus, and a pen in the centre 20 feet square 
contained a magnificent English cob stallion 
about 15 hands high, dark brown in color. His 
owner, a gentleman of this city, said that noone 


has ever yet been able to mount his back, and 
that his viciousness and propensity as a kicker 
had made him useless for driving purposes. He 
was loose and without harness and bridle when 
Mr. Gleason entered the pen with his whip. 

The horse looked surprised at his visitor, at- 
tempted to bite him and to kick him. Both ef- 
forts failed, but the whip snapped sharply about 
the lithe hind legs. Gleason stood firmly on his 
feet, and repeatedly said: **Come here.” When 
the anima! moved toward him all was well. If 
he turned away crack went the whalebone, and 
the feet shot in air, only to get a couple more 
cuts. The butt of the whip went toward his 
nose when the horse behaved, the lash flew when 
he turned away. In three minutes Gleason had 
the horse following him about like a dog. Then 
ina half minute each the horse was made ac- 
quainted with halter and bridle, first being 
allowed to see and smeli them with both eyes 
and nostrils. 

The pin was removed and then a rope was put 
about the horse’s body, slipped up between the 
fore legs and through the bridle, and one end 
was tied toa post. Thenthe whip was shaken 
and snapped in his face, and when the horse 
tried to kick the rope prevented him from doing 
so, and that trick was pronounced wiped out of 
his existence. After each lesson the horse was 
petted and followed Gleason without any effort 
to break away. 

Then was introduced the bit which Gleason 
says is the most effective weapon in the world, 
A slight rope with a slip noose was passed about 
the neck, the end was wound around the 
lower jaw, thus far being like the old Yankee 
bridle that Rarey, Hamilton,;and Rockwell used. 
But Gleason carries it up around the 
head just back of the ears, and _ put- 
ting it under the upper jaw, the bridle 
ends by passing it through the original 
loop about the neck. With this on the horses, 
after a few shurp snaps from the single end of 
the bridle, are conquered. It was shown when 
Gleason leaped on the stallion’s back, rode him 
about the ring, and made him lie down in the 
sawdust asmeek as a lamb, but this latter was 
not accomplished until after man and horse had 
struggled vigorously and viciously for the mas- 
tery for five minutes. 

Once prostrate Gieason sat on the stallion, 
stood on him and tauyht bim to nave no fear by 
firing about him a perfect fusillade of whip 
cracks and thrashing the sawdust on all sides. 
A hideous din, made up of clanging tin pans, 
rattling siegh bells and a bangiug bass drum 
was kept up about him and he lay perfectly pas- 
sive after a few preliminary struggles. After 
this this thoroughly subdued animal was taught 
the fact that ** whoa” meant ** whoa,” by vigor- 
ous treatment, anda few lessons against kicking 
were administered. 

To accomplish this three tin pans strung to- 
gether were fastened just at the crupper so that 
they fell down over his tail. That startled the 
animal, and be must have thought that an ava- 
Janche had struck him when Gleason's assistant 
shook them rapidly against his flanks and set 
him to jumping in every direction. Before 
Gleason got through with this performance the 
animal considered the whole thing a joke 
and rather enjoyed it. hen, harnessed 
to asidebar buggy the stallion was sent about 
the ring, A band played loudly, tin pans rat- 
tiled, sleigh bells rang. a pistol was fired, and, 
though the racket at first crazed the horse, be- 
fore Gleason got through he drove him up to 
interview the drum, the tin pans and the bells, 
and the cowed animal stood quietly before them 
while Gleason fired a revolver over him six times 
and let him go, a bewildered, subdued, but still 
beautiful stallion. 

A handsome chestnut stallion, who refused to 
let blacksmiths come near him, was taught to 
lift both fore and hind foot at word of command 
when Gleason had worked at him for 10 min- 
utes. Then came the star performance of the 
evening. A handsome dark bay stallion of 16% 
bands and 1,150 pounds, a brother of the 
famous trotter Clingstone, was beaten for the 
the first time since he was bred in Or- 
tario. A week ago Sunday he chewed and 
kicked his keeper to death, and a short time be- 
fore chewed another man’s hand off. He was 
brought here from Montreal on Sunday, and his 
owner came into the ring and stated that Glea- 
son had never seen him until last night. In one 
minute by the use of a whip and a pistol, the 
latter fired to frighten the animal, Gleason was 
able to approach him avd caress him. 

Then the littie bridle was put on: shackles 
were attached to his front feet and ropes 
stretched from them througha ring ina stout 
girth. With this apparatus Gleason intended to 
teach him to liedown. The rope arrangement 
brought him to his knees, but for 15 minutes he 
refused to yield toall efforts to make him lie 
down. The animal kicked, reared, and plunged, 
and for that time the air was full of Gleason,, 
his assistant, and the horse, flying in ali direc- 
tions. The audience began to run away. 

“Keep your seats,” shouted Gleason. “ He 
won't get away,” and he did not. Finally he 
was on his back, and after kicking and strug. 
gling for five minutes longer Gleason had him 
mastered, sat on him as he lay in the dust, 
cracked his whip, rattled the pans and bells about 
him and fired the revolver over him. He had

A FATAL DOSE OF MORPHIA, 

LANCASTER, Penn., April 19.—Joseph D. 
Richards, a guest at the Cooper House, 
was found unconscious in his room about 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, suffering from 
the effects of an overdose of morphia, and 
died without recovering consciousness at 9 
o'clock last night. He was 56 years old, and 
was formerly a member of the firm of Richards 
& Hartley, glass manufacturers, of Pittsburg. 


Lately he'had not been in the glass business, 
but was living with his wife and only child ona 
farm at Cambridge, Dorchester County, Md. Last 
Thursday he stopped at Lancaster on his way 
from Philadelphia, and went to the Cooper 
House, where he had been accustomed to stop 
for upward of 20 years. On Saturday he com- 
plained of pains about bis heart, and yesterday 
did not appear down stairs. His room was en- 
tered and he was found on his bed in a critical 
condition. Physicians were summoned, but 
could do nothing for him. They were of the 
impression that, suffering from pain at his heart, 
Richards took morphia to relieve it and took too 
much, with the above result. The Coroner's 
jury this mornisg found a verdict accordingly. 

On the table in the room was found an un- 
finished letter to Capt. ** Polk” Thomas, of Cam- 
bridge, Md. That he expected to die suddenly 
was shown by another letter, unsealed. in which

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GROWING IN PUBLIC FAVOR, 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL SATUR- 
DAY AND SUNDAY ASSOCIATION, 


The Hospital Saturday and Sunday As- 
sociation held an adjourned meeting last even- 
ing at St. Luke’s Hospital, in Fifth-avenue, 
when its seventh annual report was read. This 
stated that the general hospital collection for 
the year 1885—$46,085 38—furnished indubitable 


proof that the movement was growing in public 
favor, and that it realized a very general desire 
for a singie instrumentality broad enough to 
serve asacommon channel of benevolence for 
every torm and shade of religious or social 
opinion. 

A large part of the increase in the receipts Jast 
year—nearly $10, ame from sources to which 
no direct influence could be traced, and it is this 
incr it that specially marks the growth of 
the movement in public esteem. This increase 
came largely from the two extremes of society— 
the opulent and the poor. The former gave 
through their churches; the contributions from 
the leading ones exhibit a marked, and in some 
instances an astonishing, increase, 

The contributions made by the poor, the 
wage workers, were largely those of the 10, 
25, or 50 cent contributions of sewing women. 
AJ] sums contributed by trades are held as a re- 
serve fund to be drawn upon for the care of pa- 
tients recommended by trade contributors, As 
an instance of the self-denial of working peo- 
ple the association mentions the contribution 
made bya poor sewing woman whuse husband 
had been bedridden for several years, and her 
earnings, amounting to about $4 50 a week,wero 
the family’s sole support. Her case was brought 
to the attention of the General Agent of the as- 
sociation, and her invaiid husband was removed 
to the Home for Incurablesin Fordham. Since 
the last report the Home for Convalescents and 
the Montetiore Home for Chronic Invalids have 
been added tothe membership of the association. 
Of the churches the two denominations giving 
the largest sums to the association were: Prot- 
estant Episcopal, 1884, $11,527 43; 1885, $16,184 83, 
Presbyterian, 1884, $4,280 05;§1885, $6,897 83. 

In the receipts from the trades those from the 
dry goods trades stand atthe head, $4,350, while 
the brewers contributed only $283 25. The total 
amount from the trades was $10,719 53. :The Ex. 
changes contributed $2,202 23. The report shows 
that the contributions sent to the association 
for certain designated hospitals during 
1885 was $138,113 43, while those sent to 
be distributed at the discretion of 
the association, and which have been 
termed undesignated, amounted to $32,- 
971 95. There was a growing disposition 
to trust to the discretion of the society. The 
following gentlemen are the officers of the asso- 
ciation: rge Macculloch Miller, President;

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


MARCH THROUGH BALTIMORE BY 
THE MASSACHUSETTS SIXTH. 
VETERANS OF THE REGIMENT LISTENING TO 
THE RECITAL OF THEIR DEEDS IN THE 

OPENING ACT OF THE WAR. 

LowELL, Mass., April 19.—The surviving 
veterans of the old Massachusetts Sixth met 
here to-day to commemorate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the regiment’s famous passage 
through Baltimore. The city is gayly decorated. 
At the close of its business session the regiment- 
al association escorted Gens. Butler and Banks 
and other guests from the station to Hunting- 
ton Hall, where a banquet was spread. Speeches 
were made by Mayor Abbott, Lieut.-Gov. Ed- 
ward F. Jones, of New-York, who commanded 
the Sixth in Baltimore; Gen. Banks, and Col. B. 
F. Watson, of New-York City, and others. 

Col. B. F. Watson, of New-York City, in 
his address to his comrades of the old Sixth 
Massachusetts, traced the origin of the war of 
secession back to the days of the adoption of the 
Constitution and through successive genera- 
tions until 1861, when the first gun was fired, and 
then gave a detailed history of the passage of 
the “Sixth” through Baltimore on its way to 
the defense of Washington. The regiment, he 
showed by historical documents, was the first 
to volunteer, the first in the fiela, the first 


to shed its blood, and the first to 
triumph. The services of the regiment 
were tendered to Gov. Andrew on Jan. 19, three 
months before the Baltimore affair. it was not 
until April 15, however, that the Governor, on 
the President's call for troops, ordered the Sixth 
to muster in Boston, and within 17 hours over 
480 men had assembled in answer to the cail. 
The regiment, Col. Jones commanding, arrived 
in Boston at about noon of the 16th, and at sun- 
set of the 17th started by rail for New-York. At 
sunset the next day the regiment was in Phila- 
delphia, and at 1 o’clock in the morning of the 
19th the march to the Baltimore and Philadei- 
phia Railroad Station was begun. 

This start in the night was decided on in con- 
sequence of information given to Col, Jones 
that the troops would be opposed in Baltimore, 
and his object was to reach that city early in the 
morning and pass through before the rebels had 
time to mature their plans. The Colonel was 
not informed of the practice of the company to 
draw the cars through Baltimore by horses, so 
that his command would necessarily be 
separated in different cars during the 
passage through the city. For some unac- 
countable reason the train did hot reach Balti- 
more until 10 o’clock, instead of at 6 o'clock, 
as was intended, and the mob wés then waiting 
to receive the ‘invading hordes.” The passage 
through by Ool. Jones and his staff, with Com- 
panies A, B, E, F, G, and H was made in the cars 
without serious impediment, but Company K, 
Capt. Sampson, became detached from the main 
body, and was forced to march a short distance 
through the streets, under the attack of the 
rebels. It was with this company that Major 
Watson was, and he described the march after 
the company was driven from its car by the mob 
as follows: 


“Seeing that they could not induce usto abandon 
the car the mob, shortly before South Howard-street 
was reached, tore up the track. Orders were then 
given to file out, and we marched to the Camden-street 
station, over the short distance remaining. through 
the dense crowd. ‘I'he exposure of the men by at- 
tempting to march all of the way, through the lively 
shower of bullets and missiles which prevailed a'ong 
the whole distance on Pratt-street, must inevitably 
have resulted in great loss. The officers and men of 
Company K could not have behaved with more cool- 
ness had they been veterans. Several of Comnany K 
were injured, but only four of the 62 received gunshot 
wounds The names of these four were reported, and 
have always formed a part of the list of the regiment’s 
wounded.” 


The detachment led by Capt. Follansbee, con- 
sisting of Companies O,I, L, and D, number- 
ing 220 men, were left behind, and unable to get 
throuch on the cars. The march of this gallant 
— Major Watson described in detail. 

e said: 


“ After waiting 15 minutes or more from the depart- 
ure of Company K Capt. Follansbee was informed by 
some citizens or rallroad officials that the track had 
been torn up and that no other cars could go through 
the city, and they advised him to march through. This 
he communicated to the other three Captains. and 
they ordered their commands to leave the cars and 
form on the sidewalk. Thisthey did amid the jeers, 
violent threats, and annoying demonstrations of the 
crowd surrounding them on President-street, Before 
the order to march was given a Confederate or Palmet- 
to flag attached to a pole was brought to the front 
and defended by abouta dozen of the mob, who led 
the cheers for ' Jeff Davis and South Carolina.’ When 
the order was finally givenand the march of the de- 
tachment aiong President-street toward Pratt-street 
was commenced, the whole column was saluted with 
yells, curses, missiles, and gun and pistol shots. ‘The 
Palmetto flag was borne at the head of the column, 
which so exasperated the soldiers that a number of 
them assailed its defenders,and in the struggle the 
flag was thrown upon the pavement and marched 
over until it was rescued by its defenders, just as the 
rear of the column was passing tt; whereupon Lieut. 
Lynde with the hilt of his sword knocked 
its possessor to the ground and_ buttoning 
the flag beneath his coat continued his march. 
As the detachment rea’hed_ Pratt-street, and 
turned to the left on West Pratt-street, it was 
seen that many of the planks of the bridge across the 
canal, over which the march lay, had been removed, 
and barrricades thereun had been hastily erected with 
boxes, barrels, and planks, and the leaders of the mob 
were distinctly heard ordering that the use of firearms 
should be reserved until the bridge was reached and an 
attempt to pass it was made. The bridge was success- 
fully passed by the whole detachment by jumping 
from plank to plank, by running on the string- pieces 
and by leveling and removing such of the obstructions 
as could not be easily scaled. For some reason there 
was a lull in the assault while the bridge was being 
crossed. It was then discovered that a battery was near- 
ly in readiness, and it is believed that five minutes 
later it would have swept the approach to the bridge 
so successfully as to have prevented its passage and 
resulted in great loss to the soldiers. Possibly the 
knowledge of the existence of the battery deferred 
the assault with small arms during the crossing of the 
canal. ‘he crowd was infuriated at this partial escape 
from their toils, and began a more determined use of 
firearms. Capt. Follansbee asked Lieut. Jepson, of 
Company C, what he thought should next be done, and 
the Lieutenant advised taking the ‘double quick’ step, 
whereupon Capt. Follansbee gave the order and the 
column commenced the rapid movement. This, 
through the impression that the troops had no amuni- 
tion or dared not open fire, so emboldened the crowd 
that their assault became more deadly, and hand-to- 
hand fighting became frequent during the remainder of 
the march. 

“TItappears thatup to this time Capt. Follansbee 
had not giventhe orderto fire, but seeing menin an 
upper window shooting atthe soldiers, and that their 
fire was effective, he gave the order to fire at will. This 
order was obeyed atonce by about half of the men, 
and when the smoke Cleared away a great many of the 
crowd were seen lying on the pavement dead or wound- 
ed. From this time the firing by the soldiers was gen- 
eral and promiscuous, they dragging their guns be- 
tween their legs while loading. Lieut. Jepson direct- 
edthe attention of his men toassailants ina high 
window or hotstway,and oneor more of them came 
tumblingto the pavement in response to the deadly 
aim of the soldiers. Finally this detachment, with the 
ioss of 4 killed and 832 wounded by gun shot, arrived at 
the Camden-street station and forced its way through 
the howling and frantic crowd which filled it in every 
» part. It was about noon. Never did the “ Sixth” ex- 
perience more relief than when this brave and deter- 
mined band rejoined their comrades.” 

Col. Watson estimated that over 1,500 rounds 
of ammunition were expended by the soldiers 
under fire, and itis probable that the damage 
was very great, as the mark presented by the 
mob was a very large one, and on every hand. It 
is ae gaa that about 100 of the mob were 
killed.

WILLIAM SNEDEKER ARRESTED FOR SAYING 
HE HELPED TO KILL ‘“‘ MINGO JACK.” 

Eatontown, N. J., April 19.—William 
Snedeker was arrested yesterday charged with 
complicity in the murder of “Mingo Jack.” It 
is alleged that while under the influence of 
liquor he said: ‘I helped to kill him,” and that 
this remark was overheard by Officer Roswell 
and his daughter. It was on their sworn state- 
ments that the warrant for Snedeker’s arrest 
was issued. Constable Strong made the arrest 
and took his prisoner to the Freehold Jail. It is 
said that Snedeker has revealed the names of 
other persons engaged in the murder. 

It is surmised by some that Snedeker is the 
person who, as was claimed by the prosecution 
at the beginning of the Coroner’s investigation, 
had made overtures to turn State’s evidence, 
provided he should be granted immunity from 
punishment.

YARPENTER FOUND WITH GIS 
THROAT CUT IN HIS CELL, 

(HE WIFE MURDERER FINALLY SUCCEEDS IN 
HIS ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE IN SPITE OF 
THE WATCH PUT UPON HIM. 


When Keeper Eugene Kiernan passed 
plong “* Murderers’ Row,” in the Tombs, at 7:30 
yesterday morning and entered the grated door 
pf cell No.5 to wake Wife Murderer John Car- 
penter for his morning exercise, his hand 
touched the body of a dead man. He turned 
down the bed clothes and a horrible sight met 
his gaze, Carpenter lay in a pool of blood, 
which flowed from a huge gash in his neck, 
severing the jugular vein and the carotid artery, 
and also from six deep cuts on the left wrist. 
The body was still warm, and the black-handled 
razor with which the deed was committed was 
found at the side of the couch, 

Carpenter was one of the most troublesome 
and determined criminals who ever uccupied a 
cell in Murderers’ Row, he having made re- 
peated attempts at suicide. He had assaulted a 
New-Jersey reporter and several other persons 
who went to visit him,and had threatened to 
murder some one before his execution, which 
has been impending for nearly two years. His 
cell was searched as usual on Sunday, and at 9 
o‘clock in the evening, when he retired to rest, 
the leather muff which had been specially made 
for him was affixed to his wrists and securely 
locked. At 6:30 A. M. the night watchers were 
relieved by Deputy Warden*Finlay and Keeper 
Lynch, and his cell door was opened by the lat- 
ter at 7 o'clock. Lynch is positive that when he 
opened the cell door at that hour Carpenter 
turned himself round, as if he were about to rise 
immediately, and the suicide must have occurred 
between that hour and the time when Keeper 
Kiernan reached the cell. The muff was found 
at the bottom of the bed under Carpenter's feet. 

Deputy Warden Orr and Keeper Clark, who 
were on duty through the night, had looked 
into the cell periodically and found Carpenter 
sleeping soundly every time, as were also Alex- 
ander Smith and the colored man, Miguei 
Chacon, the prisoners who occupy the adjoin- 
ing cells. It is a mystery how the prisoner got 
his hands through the iron-bound leather muff. 
Warden Finn explains it by saying that Carpen- 
ter had become +o emaciated since his conviction 
was affirmed that the muff fitted his wrists 
loosely and that the constant perspiration from 
his body had made the leather supple and en- 
abled him by continued exertion to drag his 
hands through. Carpenter had been visited by 
relatives and friends on Friday and Saturday, 
nnd the last visitor to his cell was John Conroy, 
of No. 83 Pike-street. During these visits a 
Keeper was invariably present, but the razor 
must have been handed to the prisoner in 
Spite of their vigilance. 

The crime for which Carpenter was convictea 
andawaited punishment was the murder of his 
second wife, Mary, ina saloon at Twenty-sixth- 
Btreet and Third-avenue on May 27, 1884. Six 
years previously he had become insanely jealous 
of her, and under an impression that it was his 
wife he stabbed a woman named Mary Lynch, 
whom he followed into St, Francis Xavier's 
Church in West Sixteenth-street. For this he 
was sent to Sing Sing underan eight years’ sen- 
tence, and while there he was continually 
breathing threats of vengeance against his wife 
forthe unfaithfulness of which he suspected 
ber. Afterserving five and a half years he was 
released, and six weeks later he found his wife 
and her sister, Delia Ambrose, on the street cor- 
ner, followed them both to the saloon men- 
tioned above, and killed Mary with a large knife. 
He also stabbed her sister and attempted sui- 
cide by slashing his own throat with the knife. 
On July 5, 1884, he was triea for the murder, 
was convicted, and was sentenced by Recorder 
Smyth to be hanged on Aug, 29 following. A 
stay of proceedings was obtained by ex-Judge 
Black. his counsel, but he was resentenced to be 
hanged a few weeks later. 

While awaiting trial at the Tombs he made 
Beveral determined but unsuccessful attempts 
at suicide. Once he sharpened the handle of an 
iron spoon on the fioor of his cell and stabbed 
himself in the stomach, and again in July of 
Jast year, just before going to court to receive 
pentence, he got hold of an old table knife and 

inflicted eight wounds in his stomach and one 
across the jugular vein. It was after the Court 
of Appeals finally decided against him last 
Wednesday that he completely lost heart and re- 
solved to make a last attempt. The expected 
remittitur from the Court of Appeals reached 
the city yesterday, and Carpenter would have 
been arraigned in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer for final sentence some day this week, 
though he expected this would have happened 
a On Sunday he wrote and zave to the 

eeper two letters for delivery. One was ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Rolston, of No, 485 Eighth-ave- 
nue, and bequeathed to her all his effects, and 
another was for Joseph Nelson, his cousin. who 
is an undertaker at No. 192 Rivington-street. A 
third was found in his cell yesterday and bore 
the superscription * William Evers, Keeper in 
the Tombs. Give it to him, and please do it for 
the sake of my boy Steve.” It contained strict 
instructions for the latter to see that his proper- 
ty was given to no one but Mrs. Rolston. 

The son of the dead man, Clark V. Carpenter, 
‘bade fair to become as desperate a criminal as 
his father. It is a coincidence that his dead body 
should have reached this city for buria! on the 
very day of his father’s suicide. Clark was the 
chief of a gang of safe robbers, and died of con- 
eumption in a Boston prison on Friday, while 
awaiting trial for burglary. 

The suicide of yesterday was born in 1831, and 
‘was one of Tweed’s “heelers.’ He was em- 
ployed in the Custom House and in the Depart- 
ment of Lamps and Gas, but at the time he mar- 
ried his second wife he was a truckman in the 
employ of the Adams Express Company in T'wen- 
ty-third-street. He was of a very morose disposi- 
tion, and 1t was always dangerous to approach 
him. Coroner Messemer anda jury visited the 
dead man’s ceil yesterday and took the testi- 
mony of the prison officials, 





A BLOW AT BOTH COMPANIES. 


THE RECENT CUT IN RATES OF THE UNITED 
CABLE COMPANIES, 

The decision of the United Cable Com- 
panies to precipitate a rate war by a wholesale 
cut of the old tariff was made known officially 
in Wall-street yesterday. The following state- 
ment from a high authority was circulated in 
Stock Exchange houses and telegraphed to out- 


of-town customers over many special wires 
which said: 


“The cut was made possible only by the Western 
| Union Telegraph Company agreeing to give up its land 
tolls. By this action the Western Union will share in 
the cable business only to the extent of its interest in 
the cable ep which in 2244 per cent. of the total re- 
ceipts. Thiscut is a direct blow at Baltimore and 
Ohto, as well as at the Bennett-Mackay Cable. The 
Jatter cannot meet the cut to Western points unless 
the Baltimore and Ohio standsin with it onthe land 
‘tolls. The reason the Mackay-Bennett Company has 
‘not met the cut is because itis waiting for the Balti- 
ynore and Vhio’s answer on this point. The reason 
‘why the cable companies have united to try to wipe 
out the Commercial Company is, first, it would not 
— the pool; secona, it last year, outside of the pool, 
ook over $1,000.000 of cable business, and third, it has 
avowed its intention of staying out of the pool. The 
put affects all points covered by rival lines of the West- 
ero Union.” : 





ASSIGNMENT OF BENNETT & CO. 

G. A. Bennett & Co., brokers, of No. 16 
‘Broad-street, made an assignment for the bene- 
fit of their creditors yesterday to Sinclair T. 
Hunting. Thomas L. Scoville and James H. 
Briggs compose the firm, Mr. Bennett, whose 
name the house retained, having died last De- 
rember. The failure created no sensation in 
Wali-street. The firm has not been conspicuous 
of late, though at one time it did a good deal 
of business for Jay Gould. The amount of 
liabilities is not estimated at high figures, the 
members of the firm themselves saying that it 
is not possible for them to give an estimate of 
the actual amount. Contracts for only 600 
shares of stock were closed by the Stock Ex- 
change for their account, 200 shares of Lacka- 
wanna having been bought in under the rule, 
and 200 Reading, 100 Pacific Mail, and 100 Peo- 
ria, Decatur and Evansville being sold out. 

Mr. Scoville was the Stock Exchange member 
of the firm, he having held his seat since 1875. 
George A. Bennett, who founded the firm, was 
pne of the notable figures in Wall-street for 
gome years. In 1879, with William Belden, he 
Jormed the firm of Belden, Bennett & Co., which 
‘was dissolved in 188] to make way for George A. 
Bennett & Co..in which Belden had a special 
partnership of $100,000. The latter severed his 
connection with the firm a year later. Dennis 
C. Wilcox, who ended unfortunate speculations 
with a pistol ball last week, was one of the chief 
customers of the firm up toa very recent date. 
The firm’s friends explain that it was the failure 
of customers to make good their losses that 
taused the failure. 





MRS. POTTER AS A WITNESS. 

Mrs. James Brown Potter was in Part

A CUSTOMS INSPECTOR DISAPPEARS. 

Alonzo Van Bramer, an Inspector at the 
Custom House, has mysteriously disappeared. 
He was appointed an Inspectora month ago, and 
under Special Agent Hanlon quickly made a 
2 record. On Sunday morning he left his 
home, No, 750 Sixth-avenue, at the usual hour 
to report for duty at the Custom House, and has 
not been seen since by his friends, His habits 
have always been thoso of a temperate man, but 
jhe was subject to fits, Mr. Van Bramer was 40 
years old, of medium build, with brown hair, 


GEN. SHALER’S DEFENSE, 
—_—___-——— 
PROMISING. TO PROVE THAT WILSON’S 
STORY IS UNTRUE. 
A number of ladies were present in the 


‘Court of Oyer and Terminer yesterday and 


watched with much interest the proceedings in 
the trial of Gen. Shaler. Alderman Henry W. 
Jaehne, who ig soon to figurein the same court 
asa prisoner, was also a spectator there. The 
closing testimony of the prosecution was simply 
to corroborate Wilson’s statements so far as 
possible. Benjamin D, Fairchild told about his 
contract to purchase the armory site in the 
name of hisstepson for $315,000, and then sell it 
to the city through Wilson for $350,000. After 


all expenses were deducted Wilson's share of the 
profits was $11,300. Edward A. Walton, one of 
the Directors of the Hackensack Savings Bank, 
said that he advised the other Directors to settle 
the mortgages on Gen. Shaler’s Ridgewood 
property for $9,000. He personally conducted 
the negotiations for settlement with Wilson 
knowing atthe time that he was a friend of 
Shaler’s. Shaler told him so once in conversa- 
tion. Paul Waiton,son of the aforementioned 
witness, gave the jury to understand, through a 
deposition, that he drew up the assignment of 
the mortgage and the satisfaction pieces. 

The moment the District Attorney finished his 
case, Lawyer Howe asked Judge Barrett to take 
it from the consideration of the jury and let Gen. 
Shaler go free. With tearsin his voice he re- 
ferred to the General’s devotion to his couptry 
as a soldier, and then proceeded to oratorically 
demolish Wilson, a self-confessed perjurer, to 
whose statements the jury should not be allowed 
to give a moment’s consideration. Lawyer 
Graham took Wilson up when Lawyer Howe 
dropped him. “The assertions of a man who 
spits at, defies, and blasphemes his Creator,”’ he 
said, “should not be allowed to go before the 
jury even for discussion.” Mr. Graham urged 
agsan additional reason for dismissal tbat the 
indictment did not charge a crime. Judge 
Barrett denied the motion, saying that proof of 
a corrupt bargain can rarely, or never, be ob- 
tained excepting through the polluted channel 
of one of the parties to the bargain. Respect- 
ing the credibility of such a witness, that wasa 
matterto be left to the jury, which, however, 
was bound to scrutinize his testimony closely 
and in the light of collateral circumstances, 

Mr. Elinu Root then opened the case for the 
defense. He taikedin a low tone, inaudible 15 
feet away, and with much deliberation and so- 
lemnity. He said that it would be shown that 
Monmouth B. Wilson had lied, and that instead 
of purchasing the mortgages on Gen. Shaler’s 
property in New-Jersey and satisfying them for 
Gen. Shaler’s benefit, he had bought tnem as in- 
vestments for himself. He had recorded them, 
and so publisbed them to the world as his, and 
they were yet valid oustanding obligations of 
Gen. Shaler, unless his assertion to the contrary 
was to be believed. But between that assertion, 
with the fearful punishment that would result 
to Gen. Shaler if it were accepted as true, and 
the breast of the defendant would be interposed 
the shield of character. Gen. Shaler had 
built up by many good deeds of patriotism and 
military and civic virtue a character that had 
never been assailed before. *“*No one grows 
base suddenly,” said Mr. Root. Here was a man 
who had held many offices and yet was poor. 
And in his poverty comes a perjurer to assail 
his honesty for the purpose of. saving himself 
from punishment, 

Ex-Mayor Edson was the first witness for the 
defense. He was ex officio a member of the 
Armory Board, and his testimony was merely to 
the effect that the value of the land taken for 
the Eighth Regiment Armory was carefully esti- 
mated by experts before it was bought by the 
board of which Gen. Shaler was Secretary. 
William F. Howe, who was interrogating Mr. 
Edson, wanted him to tell whetter the land was 
worth the $350,000 given for it, but Judge Bar- 
rett exciuded the testimony on the ground that 
there was no question as to the worth of the 
land to the city, nor one as to the proper per- 
formance of his duty by Gen. Shaler. He was 
indicted for profitine against the law in a 
transaction that might have _ been, and 
presumably was, to the advantage of 
the city. After a great deal of cir- 
cumlocution the ex-Mayor was enabled to 
answer that he had never seen Gen, Shaler do 
anything, or heard him say anything, that led 
him (the witness) to believe that he had any spe- 
cial desire for the purchase of the Ninety-fourth- 
street land. Then Mr. Howe relinquished him 
and Assistant District Attorney Nicoll took Mr. 
Edson in hand. Then Mr. Edson said that all the 
books and papers of the Armory Board were 
kept inthe custody of Gen. Shaler. He knew 
that the board had once asked for the refusal of 
certain land, but he could find no record of the 
fact inthe minutes kept by the General. He 
had appointed Gen. Shaler to be President of 
the Board of Health, but Gen. Shater had not 
promoted his son, Dr. Cyrus Edson, to be chief 
of a bureau in the Health Department. The 
Health Board, as a whole, had done that. 

The case goes on again at 10 A. M. to-day. 


A LULL IN THE BOYCOTTS.

THIRTEEN OF MRS. GRAY’S PERSECUTORS 
SAID TO HAVE BEEN INDICTED. 
There wasa sort of enforced armistice 
at Mrs. Gray’s bakery, on Hudson-street, yester- 
day. A few boycotters dropped in at the neigh- 
boring saloon and played cards in the rear of the 
store, and in the morning one of them, seeing a 
lady pass the door ‘whom he thought would be a 
proper subject to try a boycotting circular on, 
rushed out and gave hérone. The policeman on 
duty warned him that any more of that sort of 
work would end in his arrest, and the Philistine 


retired to his hiding place. The lady was the 
wife of the mill agent of whom Mrs. Gray pur- 
chases her flour. The boycotters made no more 
demonstrations. 

Trade was good at the bakery; not as rushing 
as it was last week, but more so than is us@al on 
Mondays. Mrs. Gray and her people were glad 
to havea breathing spell andachance to fill 
some of the accumulated orders for bread for 
charitable institutions. During the day Miss 
Hill, of No, 211 West Eighteenth-street, who is 
interested in several charitable enterprises, for- 
warded to Mra. Gray a letter which she had re- 
ceived from Mr. George Douglas Miller, of Al- 
bany, and an inclosed five-dollar note. Mr. 
Miller said he desired to aid Miss Hill in her 
non and at the same time the boycotted Mrs. 

iray. 

Emil Muller, the night foreman of the bakery, 
now carriesa gun, by permission of the Police. 
Saturday night some of the boycotters followed 
him away from the shop and told him that he 
and his bakers must quit work within 48 hours 
or they would be killed. Mr. Muller will try and 
prevent the threat from being carried into ef- 
tect, if any attempt is made. One of the bakers 
engaged on Thursday did not come to work yes- 
terday. He got his pay Saturday night, and Mrs, 
Gray thinks that he was won over by the Philis- 
tines. There wasa sufficient force on duty to 
keep up the supply of bread and cake. 

A lawyer went to police headquarters last 
night to see about bailing several boycotters of 
Mrs. Gray’s bakery, in Hudson-street, who he 
was informed had been arrested. He was told in 
the Detective Office that nosuch arrests had 
been made. He said that he had sitive in- 
formation that the Grand Jury had indicted 13 
of Mrs. Gray’s persecutors, and that bench war- 
rants fortheir arrest had ben given to the de- 
tectives. 

Poor Mrs. Landgraf, the German-Bohemian 
baker at No. 157 Second-street, is worsted in the 
fight with the unions. Her German bakers re- 
mained with her last week, but yesterday they 
did not come towork. The Bohemian union 
got after the German union over Sunday, and 
by agreeing to support the Germans in Mrs. 
Landgraf's employ won them Over to their side, 
Yesterday the bakery looked as if it had been 
struck by famine. There was not a penny’s 
worth of bread in the store and not a 
baker to make any, either Bohemian or German, 
Other boss Bohemian bakers refused to sell Mrs. 
Landgrat any brea@ in ordertbat she might 
supply a few customers who wanted to buy of 
her. Mrs. Landgraf was pretty thoroughly 
discouraged yesterday, and had no idea what 
her next move would be. There were no boy- 
cotters in the vicinity. Apparently they had 
drawn off their forces, satistied that they had ut- 
terly routed the enemy. 


OVER THE ARCADE ROAD. 

O. B. Potter yesterday argued before 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
against the Broadway Arcade Railroad bill, now 
before Gov. Hill. He said that Broadway was 


destined to be the most important thoroughfare 
in the world, and that the street should not be 
given up toa grasping and greedy corporation. 
The public parks under the bill might be taken 
for stations and the cross streets might be grid- 
ironed by branch roads. Ex-Senator Edward B. 
Thomas argued that there would be no consti- 
tutional objections to the bill, and ex-Chief-

THREE BROTHERS LYNCHED. 

AntTHony, Kan., April 19.—This morning 
the city of Anthony was the scene of a tragic 
affair. About two months ago a fight occurred 
in the village of Danville, near this place, be- 
tween three brothers named Weaver and a man 
named Adel Sheard. The latter was fatally 
wounded, and the Weaver boys were arrested 
and hurried away to avoid mob violence. Last 
week they were returned for trial, but their 
cases were continued for the term, with bail 
fixed at $10,000 each. At 1 o'clock this 
morning a mob of 40 armed men sure 
rounded the residence of the Sheriff, where 
the prisoners were under guard.

They were 
finaily overpowered by the mob and disarmed. 
Ropes were placed about their necks, and 
Preparations were made to hang them to the 
rafters, but the tramp of approaching feet 
frightened the mob, so they fired 15 or 20 shots 
into each of the brothers, literally shooting them 
to pieces, and mounting their horses rode rapid- 
ly away. The mother of the boys, and the wife 
of one of them, witnessed the tragedy.
